Be- 
eatise some devices are noisy there Is a 
temptation to fasten them tightly to 
the tires. When lids Is done the extra 
pressure and the flattening out of the 
tires causes the ero.ss grips to cut and 
gouge into the tire. When cross 
grl|)s heeome worn, sharp and rough, 
they shouhl he replaced. Otherwise 
the tread will he cut and moisture and 
dirt will do the rest. 

Take olT the anllMkld devices as 
soon as the ne<*esslt.v for using them 
has passed. Leaving them on when 
flM*y are not needed is highly expen 
sive in tlre.s. 

LUBRICATING A SPRING SEAT 

Many Car Owners Neglect to Turn Up 
Grease Cup Provided — Little 
Attention Necessary. 

Many present-day ••nrs are fitted with 
springs mounted on seats that oscil- 
late. These spring seats nsunlly have 
some means of Inhriention, but mnn.v 
ear owners never take the trouble slm- 
I*ly to turn up the grease cup provided. 
While It Is not necessary to turn the 
cup each day, It Is advisable to give 
this part a little attention now and 
Ihen. In cantilever suspensions the 
center hearing of the spring should be 
well olleil. Usually this hearing op- 
erates on a small steel shaft, extending 
nut from the frame. In some eases a 
tube running transversely of the frame 
is used, either n grease cup nr an oil 
hole will be found.

REMOVE BRUSH AND RUBBISH 


Cutwerme and Wlrtwerms Wlntor Paw 

Inehee Under Qreund>-Mhch May 
Bo Oalnad by Keeping Woada 
Down In Neglected Comera. 

tPrepared by the United States Depart* 
menl of Aarlculture.) 

If the fuhhtsh left over from lent 
aeiixonx' gardening hns not already 
been removed, n genernl garden clean- 
up should be the first work of this sea- 
son. Cicnn culture plays an Important 
part In the fight against Insects — a 
menace to the success of the home 
gardener's efforts. Many forms of In- 
sect enemies of the vegetable garden 
are protected through the winter by 
brush and other rubbish, which, If 
removetl. would 'materially reduce their 
ntimiters. . 

Cutworms, whieh hide In the soil In 
the ilaytinip and coiue out at night to 
feed on the tender growth and cut 
small plants entirely off, wirewortns 
that damage the tubers of potatoes 
and other root crops, and a host of oth- 
er Insects, winter under brush and mb- 
hlsh on the earth or n few inches un- 
«Ier ground. Where they con find pro- 
tection during the cool weather of 
winter, conditions are ideal for their 
survival. 

Active During Winter. 

"Aphids" or plant lice, are active 
during the winter months in the more 
southern sections and find food on 
ornamental vines and shrubs and on 
growing weeds which afford them food 
and shelter when other plants are' not 
available. Much may he gained by 
keeping down the weeds In neglected 
corners.

Great German Drive Slowed Up 
and Allied CounterThniet 
Seems at Hand.

Another week of the bloodieat lAnd 
«f fighting failed to bring to the Gei^ 
mana the real victory on which they 
find ao confidently counted, for though 
the Brittah and French armlea had 
been forced to yield further territory, 
their Ilnee were unbroken and their 
npliita undaunted. Aa the German mil- 
itary authorltlea. General Ardenne, 
«aya. It la not the capture of territory 
that can bring a declalon, but only a 
victory over and through the ahatter- 
Ing of the enemy'a armlea. So far from 
being chattered, the allied forcea, 
weary and battered aa they are, are 
full of confidence, and aa thia la writ- 
ten are but awaiting the opportune 
moment to atrlke back with the big 
•rmy of maneuver wblch waa placed 
at the dlapoaal of the aupreme war 
«ouncll. 

Arolena, a moat Important link In 
the Britlah line of communicatlona, 
appeared to be the real objective of 
the Gerraana, nnd they were able dur- 
ing the week to puah forward toward 
that city, along the line of the Somme, 
aa far aa Hamel, and a little farther 
north they took Albert and were hold- 
ing It agalnat fierce counter-uttackn by 
the Britlah. To the aouth they bad 
ftuabed a anient forward a little be- 
yond Montdl ••r, but there the French 
-came back ot them with auch elan that 
they were checked and loat aeveral 
commanding poaltlona. Bnat of ihia 
aeclor the French troopa held atuh- 
bornly to their llne.s along the Olae and 
nn Thuradny attacked dnahlngly aouth 
rf»f Noyon and drove the enemy hack 
two rollea at the point of the bayonet, 
it wna along thla eaat nnd west base 
of the German salient that the allied 
•world expected the great connfer- 
^hnist of the army of maneuver to he 
xnade. Any considerable advance to 
the north there It wna pointed out, 
would force the Oermana to draw hack 
to anve their lines of communication, 
which already are ao badly stretched 
«nt that they have great difficulty In 
bringing up artillery and food. 

Whnt looked like a diversion rath- 
er than a aerioun threat wna the at- 
tack of the Ilunn In the middle of the 
week at the northern extremity of the 
line of battle toward Arras. There 
the British, after giving aome ground, 
repulsed the enemy with terrible 
alnughter. Presumably thla thnist at 
Arraa was made to keep the British 
from sending men nnd guns to the sec- 
t.if where their lines Join those of 
the French, but It was so quickly 
t.|ocked that It failed of Its purpose. 
Extraordinarily bold and successful 
was the work of the Britlah and 
French aviators. In their low-flying 
battle planes they flew In swarms con- 
tinuously over the battlefields and back 
of the Oeriuan lines, playing havoc 
with the enemy’s transports and In- 
flicting heavy casualties In his re- 
tuTvea. Battles In the air were Innu- 
tnerahle. hut the allied airmen main- 
tained the upi>er hand always. The 
•rtlllerynien also distinguished them- 
awives. sticking to their firing to the 
Inst nioinent ^id usually saving their 
guns when forced to fall hack. 

On the whole, the developments of 
the we« k were such aa to restore con- 
fidence among the allies, for though 
the situation was still critical. It seem- 
ed that i'reinler Olenumceau was right 
when he said that whatever mlglit hap- 
pen In the next few da.\s. the enemy 
could not win the path to the sea uur 
the path to Paris.

had not b««n made clear at the time 
of writing, but testimony to their ex- 
cellent lighting waa given by a wound- 
ed French captain who arrived In 
Parts. "Entirely new In this wsr- 
fare," snid he, “the Amerienns worked 
like the beat veterans." 

Somt of Pershing's men, at least, 
were moved over to the sectors left by 
French troopa who were sent farther 
west to stem the German advance. In 
their own sector near Toni (hey had 
a rather llrely week of It, for the Ger- 
man artillery ahelled them continn- 
onaly and seemed to bo preparing for 
aa Infantry attack. The American 
guns made effective response, and on 
occasion drenched the enemy positions 
with gas shells. 

— !•— 

There were Increasing evidences dur- 
ing the week that the Italian front Is 
to be the acene of another Teuton 
drive. Airplane obaervers reported 
that heavy re-enforcements to the 
Au-strian forces were being brought up 
dally from the Roumanian front, to- 
gether with numerou.s new pieces of 
heavy artillery. In the mountain sec- 
tion the artillery duels grew in in- 
tensity, and everything pointed toward 
an early effort to break through to the 
plains in that region. It was supposed 
the Austrians bcileyed the Italians 
would he dispirited by the German suc- 
cesses In France. 

— !•— 

The "miracle gun” with which the 
Germans have been shelling Paris 
from a distance of 76 miles turns out 
to be a product of the Krupp works, 
as Is proved by the kaiser's message 
to Doctor Krupp von Bohlen und Hal- 
hach congratulating him on the suc- 
cess of the new weapon. A German 
ordnance authority says these extraor- 
dinary guns are merely being tested 
on Paris and have been built for the 
purpose of bombarding London. 

—m— 

Another considerable victory was 
scored last week by the British forces 
in Mesopotamia, the entire Turkish 
army In the Hit area being captured 
or destroyed. In Palestine Allenhy's 
men continued their advance beyond 
the Jordan, approaching the Iledjaz 
railway on which they heavily bombed 
troop transport trains. 

— te — 

The revolt of the Russians against 
the brutal pillaging of the Germans 
who have penetrated their country Is 
beginning to bear fruit. Troops of the 
Ukrainian rada are co-operuting with 
the bolshevik forces and already 
have recaptured Odessa after a bloody 
battle, in which naval forct-s took 
part. Before that the red guards und 
armed civilians hud retaken Kherson, 
Nikoln.Tev nnd Znnmenka from the 
Teutons. In some places the peasants 
killed the German soldiers who were 
taking away their foodstuffs. The 
Ukrainians were angered by attempts 
of the Germans to go far beyond the 
terms of the peace treaty and strip 
the country of its stores of grain and 
sugar. It is said a council of German 
officers decided to continue operations 
In Ukraine until Uie power of the bul- 
shevlkl there had been ellinliinted. 

Trotzky, speaking in Moscow, de- 
clared Russia will never be an en- 
slaved country, though the soviet gov- 
ernment Is now w^eak and |>oor. He 
said they would introduce compulsory 
military training for the workmen and 
peasants and create an army of 300.- 
000 men wWhIn eight or ten weeks. 
The allies still stand ready to support 
all elements witliia Russia which will 
oppose the German Invasion. 

However, as Gilbert K. Chesterton 
sa}-8. It is pluin that the bolshevik 
philosophy dues not prevent a uiuii 
from fighting; it only prevents him 
from winning. 

Probahly ft was Inevitable that pol- 
itics should enter Into the debates and 
doings of congress this year, hut It 
has taken a particularly unfortunate 
turn owing to the senatorial election 
In Wisconsin. The president, because 
of bis effort to bring about the elec- 
tion of Mr. Davies. Is accused by the 
' Itepuhl leans of going out of his way 
to confuse partisanship with loyalty, 
and for this he was attacked by Kena- 
tor SiiUMit and others, who assert the 
Republicans have not sought to secure 
party advantage from the war. Sena- 
tor Williaius really started this row 
by a spi-ech In which he cUarge«l that 
revelathins of the failure of the alr- 
I plane i)ri«graiii and of the backward- 
I neas of shipbuilding were “polsom-d 
I gas" directed by the Kepuhllcaos 
I agaioat the admlnUtraUoa. Thla vaa 


rigorously denied by Senator Jonea and 
otheni, who contended that the public 
ahould be told the truth and not fed on 
misleading statementa of the Progreas 
of our war preparations. 

In a follow-up speech Thursday Sen- 
ator Wllllama bluntly declared that 
Senator La Follette should be expelled 
from the senate, and that Victor Berg- 
er, Socialist candidate for the senate 
from Wisconsin, should he luterned. 
Mr. Williams’ colleagues appeared to 
be startled by thla, but not one of 
them had the nerve to Indorse his sug- 
gestions. 

Aa to airplanes, it was admitted In 
the senate that instead of the 20,000. 
or 12,000 planes the aircraft hoard had 
promised to send to France by .Tuly 1. 
only '87 will he shipped, according tc 
the present schedule. Testifying be- 
fore the senate committee, Gen. Leon 
ard Wowl told of the crying need foi 
airplanes tor the American expedi 
tlonnry forces now on the other side. 
Mr. Creel’s publicity committee came 
In for a sharp reproof for sending out 
misleading captions on photographs of 
airplane construction. 

On Thursday Senator Overman 
aroused the senate by making the pos- 
itive statement that German spies were 
emplo.ved In the Curtiss airplane plant 
at Buffalo, and that their work had de- 
layed the making of planes for months. 
These spies, he said, had weakened 
Joints In the planes so that they col- 
lapsed, and he exhibited one of the 
parts ao tampered with to prove his 
assertion. Mr. Overman advocated 
that the government’ commandeer the 
Curtiss plant and tnm out every one 
of Its present employees. 

—»»— 

Following the debate In the senate 
the shipping hoard Issued a stntemen* 
of its work, showing that since II 
began Its activities 188 vessels hav« 
been launched, of which 103 have beei' 
completed and put Into service. OI 
the luiinchings, 10.S were requisitioned 
vessels and 23 were built for the boani 
on contnict In new yards. Eleven ol 
the launchings were wood. "Qunntlt.v 
production will win the war, and tha* 
Is what we are getting.’’ said Chali 
man Hurley. Negotiations for the 
transfer of ir>0,000 tons of Japanest 
shipping to the United States hav« 
been completed, nnd It Is understood 
ranch more will follow. 

The government, nnd Great Brltalc 
ami France as well, continue to empha 
size ' • fact that the basis of viotor.v 
for the allied cause Is an adequate sup 
ply of shipping, fur America’s arinle)- 
must be transported to France, food 
nnd munitions for them und for the al- 
lies must be taken over, nnd for these 
purposes ships must he provided much 
faster than the German U-boats can 
sink them. 

The latest report of the British nd 
mlralty shows mi Increase In the num- 
ber of larger vessels sunk by aubnia 
rines. 

As a spur to American activity anri 
enthustnsm. Premier I.loyd-George sent 
to Lord Rending. British ambassador 
an appeal for urgent haste In Amerl 
can troop movements to France. Thlt- 
Ijord Reading read at a banquet In 
his honor in New Vork. "It is impos 
slhle," said the premier's cablegram, 
"to exaggerate the Importance of get 
ting American re-enforcements across 
the Atlantic In the shortest possible 
time.” 

In the German-infested regions of 
the country the enemy aliens and 
traitors were unable to restrain their 
Joy over the German drive, and in con- 
seijuenee there were many arrests. It 
Is to he hoped that at least some of 
the sedltionlsts will he severely pun- 
ished, but In view of the mild treat- 
ment given most of them the hope Is 
rather faint. Americans the country 
over are growing dt*cide<lly Impattent 
with the kid-glove method of handling 
the spies und traitors who are caught. 
The f**ellng that many of them should 
he stood u|i before a wall and shot Is 
prevalent, and the action of liiipnlslve 
patriots In cfrtuln secthais makes It 
pluin that It would lie easy to revive 
the Vigilantes of the old days on the 
Pacific coast and clean up the whole 
unsavory crew. The genuine spy com- 
mands a certain amount of respect, his 
work being recognized In a certain 
measure as a part cf warfare, hut 
there can be only contempt f<‘r the dis- 
loyal American cltUen. whether be he 
pacifist, 1. W. W., aeiiator o' plain 
clvllUo.

Larded Rabbit 
Baked In Milke- 

Spreod over tho drossod rabbit thin 
sllcos of salt pork. Sot In the oven 
nnd brown, hasting often with milk, 
dnulge with tlonr ami after well i 
brownotl lower the heal, rooking for 
nn liour longer. When perfeetly ten- 
der, remove the ralddt and make a 
gravy with Hie milk and liquor In the 
pan. Season well, although the meat 
should have heeii seasoned during Its 
enoklng. Serve with riee efoquetles 
and currant Jelly. The Jelly may he 
placed ill a small hollow In the cro- 
quette and they may he used us n gar- 
nish to Hie platter of rahlilt. 

Haaenpfeffer Rabbit. — Divide the 
rahhlt in serving sized pieces. Includ- 
ing the liver nnd heart, carefully wash 
and drain. Try out some fat salt pork 
Hiid mid tw'o sliced onions to the fat, 
when yellow, -ndd two tablespoon fills of 
flour, mix well und add a ipiart <if veal 
broth, a teas|UMmful of salt, n hit of 
hay leaf, a half teaspoonful of pepper- 
eorns. four cloves ami the rahhlt. Cover 
nnd let simmer until the rahhlt is ten- 
der. Aild a tulilespiHuiful of butter, a 
half cupful of fruit Juice or Hie Juice 
of Ull orange, two lumps'of sugar and 
a hiiiidful of raisins. Cook until well 
seasoned, Hie'sam’e should he spicy, 
both sweet uud sour and not too thick. 

Cardinal Peart. — Cook canned pears 
tn a littl(‘ sirup with a half a glnss of 
eiirrant .Jelly. Cool and serve on ob- 
long pieces of s|Htnge enke. cover the 
p<‘nr with Hie Hiickened simp and top 
wiHi whipped cream. Sprinkle with 
nimomis shredded. 

Ripe olives may he better enjoyed if 
soaked In olive oil overnight to which 
a clove of garlii* has been added. 

Dip fresh parsley into ii cnpfill of 
hot water in which nn eighth -tif a ten- 
spoonful of soda has been added. It 
makes the parsley more hrlllinntt then 
chop fine with a sharp knife and 
sprinkle over the dish to garnished.

ALWAYS IN THE TRENCHES 

•ynoptit.— Fired by the Hlnklng of the LuRltanla, with the Iona of 
American IItcn, Arthur Ouy Bmpey, an American living In Jersey City, 
coca to Bngland and enlists as a private In the British army. After a 
short eaperlence as a recniltlnf oIBcer In London, he Is sent to train- 
ing quarters In France, where he first hears the sound of big guns and 
nakes the acquaintance of "cooties." After a brief period of training 
Bni|fCy'a company la sent Into the front-line trenches, where he takes 
his first turn on the fire step while the bullets wills overhead. Bmpey 
learns, as coamde falls, that death lurks always In the trenches. 


CHArriRViii. 

Tha Little Wooden Crooo. 

‘After remaining In rest billets for 
eight days, we received the unwelcome 
tidings that the next morning wo would 
"go In” to "take over.” At six In the 
morning our march atarted and. after 
a long march down the dusty road, we 
again arrived at reserve billets. 

I was No. 1 In the leading set of 
fours. The man on my left was named 
"Pete Walling.” a oheery sort of fel- 
low. He laughed and Joked all the 
way on the march, buoying up my 
drooping spirits. I could not figure out 
anything attractive In again occupying 
the front line, but Pete did not seem to 
mind, said It was all In a lifetime. My 
left heel was blistered from the rub- 
bing of my heavy marching boot. Pete 
noticed that I was limping and offered 
to carry my rifle, but by this time I had 
learned the ethics of the march In the 
British army and courteously refused 
his offer. 

We had gotten half-way through the 
communication trench, Pete In my Im- 
mediate rear. He had hli hand on my 
shoulder, as men In a communication 
trench have to do to keep In touch with 
•ach other. We had just climbed over 
a hashed-ln part of the trench when 
In our rear a man tripped over a loose 
signal wire, and let out an oath. As 
usual, Pete rushed to his help. To 
reach the fallen man he had to cross 
this hashed-ln part. A bullet cracked 
la the air and I ducked. Then a moan 
from the rear. My heart stood still. 
1 went back and Pete was lying on the 
ground. By the aid of my flashlight 
1 saw that he had his hand pressed to 
h|s right breast. The fingers were cov- 
ered with blood. I flashed the light 
on hls face and In Its glow a grayish- 
blue color was stealing over hls coun- 
tenance. Pete looked up at me and 
said : "Well, Tank, they've done me In. 
I can feel myself going West.”' His 
voice was getting fainter and I had to 
kneel down to get hls words. Then he 
gave me- a:, message to write home to 
hls mother and hls sweetheart, and I. 
like a great big boob, cried like a baby. 
I was losing my first friend of the 
treoches. 

Word was passed to the rear for a 
stretcher. He died before It arrived. 
Two of os put the body on the 
stretcher and carried It to the nearest 
lirst-ald post, where the doctor took 
an official record of Pete’s name, num- 
ber, rank and regiment from bis Iden- 
tity ^Isk, this to be used In the cas-' 
unity lists and notification to bis 
family. 

We left Pete there, but It broke our 
hearts to do so. *^0 doctor Informed 
us that we could bury him the next 
morning. That afternoon five of the 
boys of our section, myself Included, 
went to the little ruined village In the 
rear and from the deserted gardens of 
the French chateaux gathered grass 
and flowers. From these we made a 
wreath. 

While the boys were making this 
wreath, I sat under a shot-scarred 
apple tree and carved out the follow- 
ing verses on a little wooden shield 
which we nailed on Pete’s cross. 

Tru« to hls Ood; true to Britain. 

Dolna hls duty to ths last. 

Just one more name to be written 

On the Roll of Honor of heroes hassed— 


Passed to their Qod. enshrined In glory, 
Entering life of eternal rest. 

One more chapter In England's story 
or her sons doing their best 

Rest, you soldier, mate so true. 

Never forgotten by us below: 

Know that we are thinking of you. 

Ere to our rest we are bidden to go. 

Next morning the whole section went 
over to any g<M>d-hy to Pete, and laid 
hlin away to rest. 

After eiich one had a look at the face 
of the dead, a rorfMiral of the R. A. 
M. C. sewed up the remains In a blnn- 
ket. Then placing two heavy ropes 
acnuis the stretcher (to he used In low- 
eriuK the Issly Into the grave), we lift- 
ed I’eie onto the stretcher, and rev- 
» r«-iiil.v covered him with a large union 
jaek. the Hag he had died for. 

The chaplain led the way. then came 
the offitvrs of the ae<'tion. followed hy 
two of (he men earryiiig a wreath. Iiu- 
iiic<llaiely after came |kx>r I'ete on the 
f1:ic <1rai>ed stret**her. carried hy tour 
s.ihlivrs. J was oue of the four. Be- 
hiiid ihe stretcher, in column of fours, 
the reiimiuder uX the section. 


To get to the cemetery, we had to 
pass through the little sheU-deatroyed 
village, where troops were hurrying 
to and fro. 

As the funeral procession passed 
these troops came to the "attention” 
and smartly sainted the dead. 

Poor Pete was receiving the only sa- 
lute a private Is entitled to "some- 
where In France." 

Now and again a shell from the Oer- 
man lines would go whistling over the 
village to burst In our artillery lines 
In the rear. 

When we reached the cemetery we 
halted In front of an open grave, and 
laid the stretcher beside It. Forming 
a hollow square around the opening of 
the grave, the chaplain read the burial 
service. 

German machine-gun bullets were 
"cracking” In the air above us. but 
Pete didn’t mind, and neither did we. 

When the hody was lowered Into the 
grave the flag having been removed, 
we clicked our heels together and 
came to the salute. 

1 left before the grave was filled In. 

I could not bear to see the dirt thrown 
on the blanket-covered face of my com- 
rade. On the western front there ‘are 
no coffins, and you are lucky to get a 
blanket to protect you from the wet 
and the worms. Several of the sec- 
tion stayed and decorated the grave 
with white stones. 

That night, in the light of a lonely 
candle In the machine gunner’s dugont 
of the front-Hne trench I wrote two 
letters. One to Pete’s mother, the 
other to his sweetheart While doing 
this I cursed the Prussian war god 
with all niy heart, and I think that St 
Peter noted some. 

The machine gunners In the dugont 
were laughing and Joking. To them 
Pete was unknown. Pretty soon, in the 
warmth of their merriment, my blues 
disappeared. One soon forgets on the 
western front 

CHAPTER IX. 

•ulelde Annex. 

I was In my first dugont and looked 
around curiously. Over the door of 
same was a little sign reading "Sui- 
cide Annex." One of the boys told 
me that this particular front trench 
was called "Suicide Ditch." Later on 
I learned that machine gunners and 
bombers are known as the "Suicide 
Club." 

Tliat dugout was muddy. The men 
slept in mud. washed In rntfll, ate nrad, 
and dreamed mud. I had never before 
realised that ao much discomfort and 
misery could be contained In those 
three little letters. MUD. The floor 
of the dugout was an Inch deep In 
water. Outside It was raining cats and 
dogs, and thin rivulets were trickling 
down the steps. From the air ahnft 
immediately above me came a drip, 
drip, drip. Suicide Annex was a hole 
eii,ht feet wide, ten feet long and six 
feet high. It was abont twenty feet 
below the fire trench; at least there 
were twenty steps leading down to It. 
These steps were cot into the earth, 
but at that time were muddy and slip- 
pery. A man had to be very careful 
or else he would "shoot the chutes.” 
The air was foul, and you could cut 
the smoke from Tommy's fugs with a 
knife. It was cold. The -walla aa4 { 
roof were supitorted with heavy square- 
cot timbers, while the entrance was 
strengthened with sandbags. Nalls bad 
been driven Into these timbers. On 
each nail bung a miscellaneous assort- 
ment of equipment. The lighting ar- 
rangementa were auperb — oue candle 
in a reflector made from ao ammuni- 
tion tin.

There Is 
a great rivalry between the opposing 
forces to get their rapid lire all off 
first, because the early bird, in this In- 
stance, catches the worm — sort of gets 
tbe Jump on the otbei fellow, catching 
him unawares.

A Libei^y Loan button is a badae 
of honor. Rightfully obtained it 
marks the wearer as one who has 
performed a distinct, definite service 
to the country. 

Not all can fight, not all can work 
directly for the Government; but In 
buying a Liberty Loan Bond, or War 
Savings Stamps, cnery AmcricaA ren- 
ders some service to the Nation. It 
has been out within the reach and 
power of every citizen to aid the 
United States financially: it Is a poor 
'American who withholds support from 
the Government, from our soldiers 
and sailors fronting death on battle- 
fields and oceans. 

Iron crofscs to German soldiers, 
and diamond orders exchanged be- 
tween Turkislt and German soverigns 
may be but the honors of atrocity. 
But a Liberty Loan button, simple as 
it Is, signifies a patriotic duty done 
and is an insignia of honor.

be ordered across the seas. 
He is the son of the editor of 
the Weymouth Gazette and 
Transcript. The following ex- 
cerpts are from his weekly let- 
ters and will be continued for 
several weeks. 


>0. 1»— YOSEMITE FALLS 

Yosemite Valley, 
June 6. 1917. 

Having made a delightful acquaint- 
ance in a neighbor camper, we de- 
cided on Friday- to make a regular 
hike outside of beaten trails. So 
starting bravely out, up what is 
called Indian Creek, a little to the 
east of Yosemite F»lls. We followed 
this, at first a dry stream bed. rap- 
idly up over rocks, till we could go 
no higher, the walls becoming too 
steep. Then we sidetracked down till 
wc found another ascending canyon. 
This carried us up to a similar re- 
sult as before; wc could go no fur- 
ther. 

Retracing our steps till we came to 
a rushing •stream, we wont up and 
up beside it close to the water, cross- 
ing and re-crossing over fallen trees 
and rocks. Wc stopped long enough 
to oat a noonday lunch and tlien we 
were, off again. 

Almost the final spurt took up a 
course through the middle of tius 
stream — from rook to rock — climbing 
almost by tooth and nail. How I 
got up some. T afterwards took a 
few seconds to reflect, and on the 
whole we got very slightly wet, for 
it looked at If we would get pretty 


well totked. My feet bowever were 
the wettest, bat they were soon dried 
off. 

We finally reached the top of cliff, 
some two miles • east of Yosemite 
Point, an eleysi44on of a good 2S00 
feet. Huge anowdrifu lay «II around. 
We had no difficulty however in lo- 
cating the trail that took us toward 
Yoicmlte Point. Here going out to 
railing close to the cliff edge, a 
most magnificent view of the valley 
can be seen. The buildings look so 
small and a person can hardly be 
seen. The winding river was a most 
beautiful eight. 

From thl'j point, we dropped down 
to the top of Yosemite PVtlls, a most 
gorgeous spectacle, and intensely in- 
teresting. As the rushing water 
tears with a thunderous roar over 
the cliff, a very narrow opening at 
that, and drops that great distance. 
One is almost awe stricken with the 
sight, and ,ln a w.iy reluctantly 
turns away. 

Down a zig-zag path,' almost para- 
llel with the fall's, at times getting 
the benefit of the mtst from the 
sprtiy down and down. Then a brief 
ascent as wc climb around the side 
oi a cliff, and come out finally near 
the El Capitan camp, and a hike of 
12 miles across the valley to our 
camps, arriving about 7 P. M. 

Did not get up very early next 
morning, but feel Up top. Decided 
to lay off today, so have stayed 
around camp, getting In ishape for 
clln;b up Glacier Point and Sentinel 
Point tomorrow. 

It goes without saying this trip Is 
most enjoyable and you see 1 am 
getting Just as much out of It as I 
pos'ibly can. So,far I have been bn 
high elevations on east and north; 
tomorrow the south and w’est gate is 
the entrance and exit, hence seen 
twice as one comes and goes. It 
follows the course of the Merced riv- 
er, and all very interesting. 

Have now seen ati the important 
waterfalls. Peel well repaid for 
time, trouble and expense so lar in- 
currd. My week is up Monday. May 
possibly run down Monday afternoon, 
or wait till Tuesday morning. With 
one stop, brief probably, should be in 
Frirco on Tuesday or Wednesday.

Olva Ownar Laaa Trauble in Every 
Way— Inatallatlen of Equip* 
mcnt Important. 

The anme funilninontal rtiles govern 
the hulhltng of a garage that apply to 
the building of a houae. ('are must 
l>a taken to see that the style of struc- 
ture conforms with the archltectunil 
lines of surrounding buildings and that 
the materials used are nut In too great 
contrast with the house. 

It Is advisable when building a gar- 
age to figure on aecoinmodatlons for 
at least two machines. The addition- 
al cost of making a slightly larger 
building is hut a small proportion of 
the cost of a one-car garage, and when 
one considers that the Investment val- 
ue Is doubled, the added Initial expen- 
diture Is well worth while. At the pre- 
vailing rental rates and the hig de- 
man<i for autoinuhtle space in all hiillt- 
up sections, the larger garage can he 
erected as a gimd paying Investment, 

Essentials In Construction, 

(lood workmanship and materials 
are Just ns essential In the Inilldiog 
of a garage as iti the construction of 
the house. A good garage Increases 
the value of an estate and will give the 
owner less trouble In every way. A 
concrete floor will he founil more serv- 
b'enhle than a wooden one and will en- 
hance the appearance of the hulldliig. 

The Installation of the garage eqtiip- 
inent Is of the utmost Importance and 
should he attended to umler the direct 
supervision of the *twtier. It is a good 
plan to sheathe the Inside of the walls 
and celling ns a means to conserve the 
heat, and tin* economy effected hy the 
double walls will prohahly equal the 
additional cost lu one season. 

A pit of sufllclent dlnn*nsions to al- 
low a person to crawl Into should he 
constructetl. This device will permit 
the owner to lie underneath his car ami 
enable him to make any adJustm'ents 
necessary. The Installation of a drain 
at the hottoiii of the |)lt Is very c<in- 
venlent. 

Water eonnectlons are desirable In 
the garage, as water Is nee<|efl for 
matiy imriwses. It Is convenient for 
tilling radiators, washing tlie ear and 
keeping the floor clean. The conne**- 
tlons with the house system would 
cost hut little more ns a rule than di- 
rect connection with the street system 
pnd the advantages of hot and cold 
%vater more than offset the extra out- 
lay Involved. 

Um Electric Lights. 

Klectric lights should he Installed In 
the garage If possible. Kle4irlcHy eli- 
minates danger of explosion from gaso- 
line fumes and extensions may he car- 
ried to any part of the liuildlng. A 
|H>rmnnent bulb Is necessary «>ver the 
work bench while the trouble lamp 
with an extended cord can he used un- 
der the «'ars and In shadisl corners. 

An economical devh-e which Is 
worthy of consideration Is tin* under- 
ground gasoline tank. This may be 
placed outside the building with a pl|te 
rnnniag underground Into the garage, 
i'he uiidergiound style of tank stores 
the gasfdine away from the huihling 
and Insures its safely from Ignition.

little wet. It Is particularly desirable 
to get the plowing dune before freez- 
ing weather is past, as the alternate 
freezing and lliawing kills hihernatiiig 
insects, as well us loosening up the 
soil, breaking down clods and makiug 
the soil generally more loose and fri- 
iihle.

Lighten Heavy Soil. 

If the soil Is at all heavy It is ad- 
visable to make an application of air- 
slaked lime as s<ion as the plowing Is 
done. The lime should be applied at 
lids time so as t«» become thoroughly 
mixed with the soil before the manure 
Is applied. Manure and lime should 
not Ih* applied at the same time, as the 
lime will cause loss of the nitrogen in 
the manure. 

To produce satisfactory crops of veg- 
etables the soli must he kept in a high 
stale of fertility. It is an excellent plan 
t(» u|iply stable inuniire to the freshly 
plowed or spaded soil, this to be work- 
ed In either with a disk harrow, nr In 
casi-s where hand labor is employeil, 
with a hoe or rake.

Germans Resume Drive Toward 
Amiens But Pay Heavily 
For Small Gain. 

fOCH'S PUN NOT REVUIED 


Hundred Thousand Cheering Amerb 

can Troopa Moving Up to Battle 
Front — Count Czernin'a Stu- 
pid ‘'Peace Offenelve** — 
Exasperation Against 
Disloyalists Is 
Increasing. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Halted by the innKnlficent defense 
of tlie allies and, acenrdinR to their 
«wn statements, by the bad weather 
ftrevnllioK. the Germans made little ef- 
forts during the first part of the week 
to push farther ahead In Picardy. 
Then, on Thursday, they launched a 
series of furious attacks In the region 
north of Montdldler, evidently aimed 
St the Amiens-Calals railway. Ten 
times the Huns, 100,000 strong, ad- 
vanced against the Franco-Brltlsh 
tines, only to be met with a devastat* 
Ing gun Are. and In the end had 
iralne<l bufa few hundreds mfeters of 
terrain, with three small villnges, at 
the eost of ninny thousands of lives. 

At the s.nme time the British be- 
tween the Somme and Avre rivers and 
near Albert, north of Amiens, were 
subjected to henvy attacks. In the 
former region General Ilalg reported 
that he had yiebled a little ground, 
and on Friday the Aghting still was 
severe, with the allied lines holding 
■well. 

Knriler In the week there were dully 
local operations at many points on 
the battle front, hut these were mostly 
sindertaken hy the British ami French 
for the purpose of Improving their jio- 
sltions, ami usually were successful. 
The recapture of A.vette, south of Ar- 
ras. the center of a Aercely conti*sted 
sector, by the British, and the retak- 
ing of Ifnngard-en-Sunterre by the 
Franco-Brltlsh forces were apparently 
the most Important of thest* enter- 
prises. In both of them the iluns lost 
Iienvlly. 

The period of comparative quiet was 
ntlllr.ed hy both sides In strengthening 
their llm>s and bringing up rcMmforce- 
menis and supplies for the renewal of 
the battle, which was regarded as in- 
evitable. Nn Intimation was given of 
the plans of either the Gennans or the 
allies, and tliere was considerable won- 
der In America at least that the ex- 
pecti>d counter-attack by the allied re- 
serve army did not begin. It may he 
that General Foeh la planning to strike 
at some sei'tor yet unguessed. He Is 
‘recognized as one of the best of strat- 
egists. 

Kince the kaiser has promised his 
ivople a hig victory, there is every 
pr«>s|iect of a long (lerlod of blomly 
Aghting. with further heavy losses for 
the Certnans. Already the easualtles 
of the Iluns have been staggering, the 
ONtliiinte of the French beln/f between 
;u».n(in and 4.'i0.0ti0. Those of the Brit- 
ish and French have been unex|iected- 
ly light, (lerhaps not more than l.'ki.- 
*UM), including the conslderahle uum- 
iier of prisoners. 

Artillery work was almost rontlnu- 
oiiK during the week, and especially 
vigorous In the Montdldler region and 
north tif that toward Amiens. Tlie 
Germans admit they have had much 
•IIATculty III gt-ttlng their heavy guns to 
tlie front, owing to the mud and the 
•lestrucilon of roads by the allies. Also 
their transport Is so slow that they 
are st.ort of food and ammunition. 
I‘resiiiiuihly In order to help In clear- 
ing lip the Congestion and preparing 
for a resumption of the chei'ktsl ad- 
vance, Field Marshal Von Mackensen 
went to the west front from Berlin 
Wnluesday. 

Ilf vital Interest to the Tnited 
Slates Is the |utrt wur soldiers are to 
piny In the coiillnustlon of the great 
saitle. Offered to ttia alllaa aiibout 


reservation hy President Wilson anil 
General Pershing, their aid was Joy- 
fully welcomed hy the British and 
French and America’s iiiiselflsh action 
In relinquishing Independent commniid 
for the time being wns highly praised. 
One hundred thousand thoroughly 
trained American troops at once began 
moving toward the phiees selected for 
them, singing and cheering as they 
ploughed their way through the mud, 
happy Hint they were nt Inst to have 
opiiortunlty to take a real part In the 
mighty eonfllct. Where they were as- 
signed to duty naturally has' not been 
revealed, but wherever they may Aght, 
there la not the least doubt that the 
high opinion of them held hy the Brit- 
ish and French olllcers will be fully 
jiistlAed. 

The Amerlenn aviators In France 
have been giving Invaluable aid and 
have won unstinted praises hy their 
boldness and skill ilnring the battle. 
Attached to the service of the allies, 
they have helpwl them maintain com- 
plete command of the air. The Ameri- 
can Red Cross. It Is almost mineces- 
sary to say. has covered Itself with 
added glory, for Its phy-slcinns and nm- 
bulnnee men and nurses who were In 
the battle zone have devoted them- 
selves wltli bravery and self-sncrIAce 
to the care of liie wounded and to help- 
ing the refugee.s. 

As oar trained liiiiidred thousand 
marched away from the sectors they 
had been holding In France, their 
places were taken by less seasoned 
troops who enviously cheered them on. 
From this time forwgrd the Aow of 
Americans to France will be continu- 
ous. for the government plans to^send 
about lOO.OtX) In each remaining ninntli 
of this year. This means that hy 1910 
we will have ^..^00,000 men over there. 
As Ihey go the training camps will 
he reAlled by drafted men. for It Is the 
intention to call out lOO.tXK) of these 
every month. 

The plan now adopted of tempor- 
arily brigading Amerlenn troops with 
the British and French permits the 
sending of National guard and Nation- 
al army divisions that are not yet 
adequately trained and whose ranks 
are not full. 

Of course the success of the Amerl- 
enn program depends largely on the 
tonnage uvailnlile. It Is good to know 
that this probably will be siitAcient, 
with the seized Dutch shipping, the 
4r)0.0(M) tons .Tapan is to turn over to us 
and the new vessels being liiiilt under 
the direction of the shipping hoard. 
The lauticliitigs of new vessels are In- 
creasing, In spite of hick of steel 
nt the hIg Hog Island plant and 
labor troubles nt other shipyards. The 
shipping hoard is ptaiining to build n 
niiniher of 10,<N)0-ton ve.ssels on the 
Great I.akes. 

The situation In wlint once wns Riis- 
sin is If (Hissihle more confusing than 
ever. In Finland the allies are said 
to be aiding the revolutionary Bed 
guard : the Germans have lnnd(>d a 
large niimher of tnsips presumably to 
assist the government's White guard ; 
the- Swedes are helping the White 
guard, who have been shelling Tum- 
inerfors; Km-slnn troops. Including the 
famous I'reolirashensky guard, have 
arrlveil and iiikeii up n isisltlon on the 
Karelian front. In Siberia the holshe- 
vlkl forces have askeil the allies to aid 
them In Aghting the Cossacks who 
make Incursions from China and re- 
tire there; the Japanese still hoy hack 
from liiterveuilon at Vladivostok the 
holsheviki declare Siberia never will 
submit to Gi>riminy, hut a German 
army occupied Irkutsk. In Russia 
projier. according to Trotsky, the hol- 
sheviki have erushetl all their enemiea 
but *e enniiot iHiiislder their power last- 
ing. owing to the disorganization of 
the country. They are still trying to 
raise a great volunteer army. In the 
t'aucasus the Armenians and Georg- 
ians are Aercely Aghting the Turks. 
In Turkestan and In Kiev serious untl- 
Seniitic riots have broken out and 
hundreds of Jews have been killed. 
In I'kraine the Oeniinns persisted In 
advancing and at last reports were 
near Kkaterlnoslav. while the Turks 
and Kurds were threatening Sehasio- 
IM>l. Anyone who thinks tie can Agure 
out wliat ail this portends Is welcome 
to try. 

RiiiasU and Rouiiiania have conclud- 
ed a |>eace treaty 4|r w-hleh the latter 
agrees to evacuate Beasarahia and to 
defend the Russian repuhileao feder- 


ation against nttneks, while Russia 
agrees to deliver to Rnnninnia the sur- 
plus of grain In Ressarnbta.

Tenfonie diplomats seem to he the 
stupidest on earth, and seldom have 
they been more stupid than In their 
latest “pence offensive.” This wns 
launched hy Count Czernin. the Aus- 
trian premier and nsuni entspnw for 
Gennnny in such matters. It appar- 
ently wns designed to separate the 
United States from the allies, for the 
count undertook to show that France’s 
claim to Alsace-Lorraine was the only 
real obstacle In the way of pence. He 
said Premier Clemeneeau had Inquired 
through nn internie<llnry whether Aus- 
trln-Hungary wns ready to negotiate 
and on what terms. To ' this Clem- 
encenn replies merely; “Czernin lies," 
The Austrian lender said nice things 
about President Wilson’s pence alms, 
hiit declared his country would not beg 
for pence hut would enforce It by mor- 
al right and physical strength. 

The Teutonic lenders are blind If 
they cannot see tlint neither America 
nor the entente allies will for a mo- 
ment consider n pence settlement that 
leaves tliolr military power unbroken 
or that does not enrry, ns a pr»>rcqnis- 
Ite, the evacuation by Oerniony of the 
Invaded territory she now holds. Only 
n few days ago President Wilson, In a 
letter to Ameriean Methodists, reiter- 
ated his determination to carry on the 
war until the Gennnn power Is crushed. 

With a rush thpt promised to carry 
all before It, the Third Liberty loan 
campaign started Saturday. In every 
town and hamlet In the country the 
event wns celebrated with parades, 
salutes and speeches, and the enthiisl- 
nsm wns such that the siicce.ss of the 
$4..">fl0.000,000 loan cannot he question- 
ed. Helping to make It a success, with 
money and with work, has been es- 
tiililished ns n test of patriotism, and 
few will care to evade the test. Most 
appropriately, the opening of the cam- 
paign coincided with the Arst anniver- 
sary of America’s entrance Into the 
war and Saturday wns made u day of 
remembrance and action that will not 
soon he forgotten. 

Warned hy their constituents that 
Intolernnee of pro-GermnnIsni Is so In- 
crenslng that It will soon take the form 
of lynch law, the inenihers of the sen- 
ate have awakened, and on Tiie.sdi'.v 
throe separate iiiensnres were Intro- 
! dneed providing for denllng more dros- 
tlcally with disloyalty. One would 
greatly enlarge the scope of the es- 
pionage act nml liicrense the severity 
of the iiiiiiishmerits provided ; the sec- 
ond would bar from the malls any piih- 
llciitlon printed in nn enemy nllen 
language; tie- third calls for the dis- 
missal of any government employee 
who iinwarrnntahly rrltlclzes the e<iv- 
ernment or makes disloyal iitteninws. 

The governors of the states, at the 
Arst session of their conference on 
Americanization of aliens, also were 
roused to speech and action eoneerii- 
liig the prevalence of disloyalty. Res- 
olutions calling on congress to provide 
for the enforciHl naturalization of all 
aliens of draft age and to suppress all 
German language newspttp«*rs for the 
period of the war were Introduced and 
prohiihly would have been adopted If 
Sei-rctary of the Interior Lane had 
not InterveniMl with a plea against hli- 
terness and for a campaign of educa- 
tion. Many of the governors did not 
like this, and next day they resumed 
their demands that ' the governiiieni 
deal more drastically with disloyal- 
ists, spies and the Geriiiun luiiguiige 
press. 

In folllnsvllle. HI., a man of Oer- 
nian birth, who was accused of mak- 
ing sdlltlous remarks, was hangeil by 
an rxas|»eriited mob, and In many oth 
er places pru-Germans were roughly 
handled. 

In the Wisconsin aenatorial election 
in which Congreasman I.amroot was 
elected, the Germans of the state did 
not sliow up any too well, for Ihey 
gave the Indlcteil Kocinllst, Berger, a 
sizeable vote, e.siieclall.v in Milwaukee 
and other German regions. Also Mil- 
waukee re-elected Its Roclallst mayor 
There may be uoihlug against sucli 
men as Boclallsts. hut the very uauie 
DOW smacks of treason.

4, Montclair, N. J„ seventeen years 
old, has reci'lveil the t'rolx de Giierro 
for bravery on the Aeld of Verdun. 
Scout Kitchen writes home ns fob 
lows : 

"We ns a seel Inn have been dcco- 
rateil with the t’rolx de Guerre four 
times. So nn ench car In the section 
we have n (’mix de Guerre with two 
stars (one silver and one bronze) and 
two gold palms (this Is painted on the 
ears, of course). When nn organiza- 
tion receives two citations with order 
of the Army (n palm Is the Inalgnln) 
they are allowed the nddttinnni honor 
if the Fnurrngere, a silk cord worn 
nround the left shoulder nnd left 
hrenst. We nro the only section In 
France, cither French, English or 
American, regulars or volunteers, to 
receive the Forrngere. 

“Hope you won’t judge I’m think- 
ing nnd going nil on honors of this 
kind. One soon Atids out that decorn- 
llnns nnd honors are the results of 
lianl work. You may be pleased to 
know that 1 received a personal dec- 
jrntlon nnd am now the proud pn.sses- 
tor of the Croix de Ouerro with a sil- 
ver star citation. 

“Wo have seen thousands of German 
prisoners, nnd believe me they are a 
sorry-looking lot. How they can keep 
on the way they do Is beyond me. 
Many of these prisoners are only boys. 
They seem thin and haggard and wish 
the war wns over. 

"Lets hope for the best anyhow, 
riicre won’t be much doubt about the 
bucking In America if everyone ’turns 
to’ the way the scouts have." 

INDIAN CHIEF A SCOUTMASTER. 

Red Fox, Skuibusbu, “the Indian 
Mnu of Mystery,” Is traveling nn his 
pony to his tribe In Montana with a 
letter from ITesldent Woodrow Wil- 
son. 

Red Fox was born In Alberta, Can- 
ada, In the BInckfoot country. At the 
nge of seven he wns placed under the 
guidance of n warrior and rnught the 
things every Indian boy Icurn.s: To 
know the .stars, the trees, the birds, 
the animals and their Innguugo, the 
sccrcta of the woods and caves, of 
streams and pools. All the wonderful 
lore the Boy Scouts of America are 
gniijitig through camp life comes to the 
Indian boy as part of his necessary 
education by older men in his tribe. 

Following his early boyhood days In 
the BInckfoot reservation Red Fox 
spent his early manhood in the Little 
Horn countrj’, where he went through 
regular .graded schools and high 
St^ool. He was scoutmaster of the 
(frst Tudlau Boy Scouts of America.

the beuutiful facings which may he 
made an integral part of the block. | 
This feature is a development wliich . 
is largely res|Mmsil>le for tlie widening j 
field which the concrete building ' 
lilock serves. Closely allied with tlie 
use of various cruslied natural stones 
in the facings is the development and 
use of white cement, wliicli may be . 
used either alone or in cuinhination : 
witli a number of pigments, resulting | 
in the production of any shade of u | 
numlier of colors. j 

Tlie use of tlH‘se materials enables 
tlie luanufuctiirer to produce very 
clo.se imltutiuns of highly expensive 
stone at a reasonable cost. Marble, 
gruiiitv, sandstone and limestone may 
he imilutiHl with such exactness that 
tli(‘re is aotliing galiiod in the use of ' 
ihe true material. The surface of the 
faced block is, us a rule, liuished in 
•uie of two ways. After the cement \ 
lias taken its initial set, the crushed > 
stone is exposed hy the use ot water I 
and a steel wire brush. This surface 
is rough and produces much the same 
en’4>ct wliich Is obtained by the use of 
rough natural sione, Tliose stones 
wliich are capable of taking a polish 
In tlieir natural state may be closely ’ 
imitated hy tlie use of the cruslied ma- 
terial, wliich is allowed to set llrmly 
in tbe face of the block, and then tlie 
surface Is planed down smooth and 
Itollshed. la addition to these two 
methods of facing it is possllile to tool 
Ihe surface of the block in any desired 
way. 

In the structure, tbe block may be 
list'd to curry out the effect which tbe 
lioiiie builder is striving for. One man 
may be pleusisl with the massive ef- 
fect obtained by the use of large blocks 
In tbe entire structure. Another finds 
hla desires reulized In the cuiuliinutioo 
of concrete bl«K'ks with other building 
itialeriuls. In the latter class of 
buildings an effect which has been well 
deiuoustruted by the use of oruuiuentul 
brick may be obtained with equal sue- j 
cess by tbe use of concrete- blocks in 
the t'onst ruction of the porch on a 
frame house. 

Tbe illusirutions present a bungalow 
Mbich has been designed with a |>urch 
of distiuclive concrete blocks. In this 
case the urcliitiH't has fouud it iiossible 
to greatly improve the appearance of 
the structure by including tbe chimney 
In the porch effect. Tbe facing used 
is composed of marble cbippings and 
white cement. The surface of the 
block is left rough, the marlile beiug 
exposed by the steel brush. Two sizee 
are used in the walls and spec-ial-slze 
blocks are caat for the porch rail. 
Tbe work is laid up lo alternate wide 
aad narrow courses and is pointed 
with dark-colored mortar. The heavy 
coluuius of the porch are balanced by 
the chiumey, which is largely rea;ioia- 


otlier of the front part of the house, 
and has a fireplace at one end. Six 
winilows and the front door admit light 
to the r<M»in, assuring a pleasant place 
for the entertainment of afternoon 
gU4*8(s. In tlie rear of the living room 
the dining room occupies one side of 
the house and the liedroom the other. 
A three-window bay is Imilt into the 
outside wall in each of these •'ooms. 
The opening from eucli of the ruotus co 
tlie front part of the lioiise Is cased. 

The kitchen Is eentrally located in 
the rear of the house with the hath- 
riKim on one side and the rear porch 
on the other. The rear porch is really 
built us an additional room and will 
prove to he a vulnuhiu addition to tlic 
space provided in the'kllclien. The 
pori'h lloor is lower tlian tiu* kitchen 
lloor. There are two steps in Ihe pas- 
sage to tlie kitchen and two steps from 
tile porch to grade. i$paee i.s |trovided 
for the refrigerator on the porch, 
wliere it may lie Iced witlioiit trucking 
dirt into tlie house. The laisemeiit is 
entensl from the rear poreli. I'losets 
are provided in the bedroom, kitclien 
and rear (torch, and a cupboard is set 
into tlie wall in the kitchen. 

Tlie utility of this room arrangement 
will he easily realized. A large, bright 
living room, such as is provided in tliis 
desigu, is considered a necessity hy 
tlioso wlio take' pride In making the 
most of their home. The numerous 
windows are pleasant and an uhun- 
dance of healthful sunshine is admit- 
ted into the bouse. Tiie interior is 
fully cuiuible of furthering the good im- 
(tressiou given by the exterior desigu.

War-Helping Housewlf* la Cenatantly 
on Lookout for New Roelpos.for 
Bread and Cakea Raquiring 
Leas White Fleur. ^ 

Every war-helping houaewlf^ now 
that greater efforts must ba'made to 
save wheat, Is on the lookout for new 
recipes for breads and cakea that re- 
quire less white flour or none at all. 
Perhaps these recipes will help her 
solve the problem of the , wheatless 
meals. Many good quick brea^ can be 
made from other flours or meals and, 
If used often, constitute a great saving 
of wheat flour. ^ 

Try this buckwheat breakfaK^-^^ 
All measurements in this and the fo^ 
lowing recipes are level: ' 

Buekwdioat Breakfast Cake. 

1 cupfuls buckwheat 2 cupfuls sour milk. 

flour. 1 teaspoonful soda. 

^ cupful shortening. ^ tcaspoonful salt. 

Mix and bake in a flat pan so that 
the "cake" is about one and one-half 
Inches tliick when done. Cut in squares 
and serve hot like corn bread. 

Here is a good luuHIn made from 
corumeal and rye: 

Cornmeal Rye Muffins, 
cupful cornincul. 5 teaspoonfuls bak- 
cupfuls r.ve flour. Ing powder. 

1 cupful milk. Vt teaspoonful salt.

Mix dry Ingredients and add to 
liquid. Mix well and bake In greased 
muflin molds thirty to thlrty-Hve min- 
utes. These niufllns are very good 
without the molasses and raisins. 

If desired, an amount of grated raw 
potato e(|ual to the amount of mashed 
potato called for may be used, but the 
resulting bread is darker uud has a 
more markt'd potato flavor than when 
cooked potatoes are used.

' oven. Hake all potato breads more 
slowly than those made with flour 
I alone. 

It Is not necessary to go without 
cakes entirely these days In order to 
cave wheat.

Potato Breads — Try Them. { 

That we can use potato with flour 
is not surprising, fur the food sub- 
stance potato supplies most abundant- 
ly Is starcli, nnd it Is largidy because 
of the starch they contain that the 
world uses cereal grains as bread- 
stuffs. It will very often be found, 
with a little experimenting, that uue- 
thlrd to oue-half of the flour in some 
favorite recipe cun be replaced with 
mashed potato. 

If potato is used for bread making 
allowance must be made for the large 
amount of water la it nnd less addi- 
tional liquid used for this reason. 

Potato Bread. 

1 rupful inaslieU pu- 3 to 4 tablespoonfuU 
tutu. Iliiuid yuasl, or 

1 teaspoonful salt. cake dry yeasi, or 
ihi cupfuls flour 1-C to h's cake com- 
(more if ni'ccRsury) pressed yeast. 

4 tablespoonfuls wa- 
ter. 

Short process: BIlx the salt with 
the mashed potatoes which are free 
from lumps and rooled until lukewarm. 
Add one-sixth to one-half cuke com- 
presKi'd yeast softt'ned In four table- 
spoonfuls of warm water, or two to 
four teaspoonfuls of liquid yeust, or 
oue-half cuke dry yeast. Wlieu liquid 
yeust is used no udditlonul water must 
be addl'd. Blend with this potato and 
yeust mixture one rupful flour. Ktlr 
until smooth, rover, and set to rise. 
When this sponge Is light and soft, 
knead in enough flour to make a 
rather stiff but elastic dough. Be sure 
that It Is stiffer than ordinary dough, 
rover and let rise again until very 
light. Knead down, mold, and place 
In lightly greased pan. Let rise in pan 
until as high as ordinary white bread, 
then bake at least one hoar In a mod- 
erately hot oven. Bake very thor- 
oughly. This mukea out loaf.

"cootie" hunt, you think. Strange to 
say, but it is a fact, w’hile Tommy la 
searching his shirt serious thoughts 
come to him.

Ovar tha Top. 

On my second trip to the trenches 
our otficer was making his rounds of 
lns|kection. and we received the cheer- 
ful news that at four In the morning 
we were to go over the tup and take 
the German front-line trench.

Some of the men made out 
their wills In their pay books, under 
the caption, “Will and Last Testa- 
ment.” 

Then the nerve-racking wait com- 
menced. Every now and then I would 
glance at the dial of my wrist watch 
anu was surprised to see how fast the 
minutes passed hy. About five minutes 
to two I got nervous waiting for our 
guns to open up. I could not take my 
eyes from my watch. I crouched 
against the parapet ntd strained my 
muscles in a deathlike grip upon my 
rifle. As the hnnd.s on my watch 
showed two o’clock a blinding red flare 
lighted up the sky In our rear, then 
thunder, intermixed with a sharp, whis- 
tling sound In the air over our heads.

The 
fla.sh of the guns hehind the lines, the 
scream of the shells through the air, 
nnd the flare of them, bursting, was a 
spectacle that put Pain’s greatest dis- 
play into the shade. The constant 
pup, pup, of German machine guns and 
nn oeeaslonal rattle of rifle firing gave 
me the lmpre.sslon of a huge audience 
applnuding the work of the batteries. 

Our IS-pounders were destroying the 
German barbed wire, while the heavier 
stuff was demolishing their trenches 
and hashing in dugouts or funk holes. 

Then Fritz got busy. 

Their shells went screaming over- 
head. aimed in the direction of the 
flares from our batteries. Trench mor- 
tars started dropping “Minnies” in 
our front line. We clicked several cas- 
ualties. Then they suddenly ceased. 
Our artillery hud taped or silenced 
them. 

During the bombardment you could 
almost read a newspajaT In our trench. 
Sometimes In the flare of a shell-burst 
a man’s body would be silhouetted 
against the parados of the trench and 
It appeared like a huge monster. You 
coulil hardly hear yourself think. When 
an order was to be passed detwn the 
trench yuu had to yell It, using your 
hands ns a funnel Into the ear of the 
man silting next to you <in the fire step. 
In about twenty minutes a generous 
rum Issue was doled out. After drink- 
ing the ruin, which tasted like varnish 
and sent a shudder through your 
frame, you wondered why they made 
you wait until the lifting of the bar- 
rage before going over. At ten min- 
utes to four word was passed down, 
“Ten minutes to go!” Ten minutes 
to live! We were slilverlng all over. 
My legs felt as if they were asleep. 
Then word was passed down : “First 
wave get on and near the scaling lad- 
ders,” 

Before a charge Tommy is the po- 
litest of men. There is never any push- 
ing or crowding to he first up these 
ladders. We crouched around the base 
of the ladders waiting for the word 
to go over. I was sick and faint, and 
was puffing away at an uiillghted fag. 
Then came the word, "Three minutes 
to go; u|M)n the lifting uf the barrage 
and on the blast of the wbisties, ‘Over 
the top with the best o' luck and give 
them hell.' " The famous phrase of 
the western front. The Jonah {ihrase 
of the western front. To Tommy It 
mean' If you are lucky enough to come 
back you will he minua an arm or a 
leg. 

1 glanced again at my wrist watch. 
We all wore them and you could hardly 
call ua "sissies” for doing so. It was a 
minute to four. I could see the bund 
move to the twelve, then a dead si- 
lence. It hurt. Everyone looked up 
to see what tuid happened, but nut for 
long. Sharp whistle blasts rang oat 
along the trench, and with a cheer the 
men scrambled up the ladders. The 
bullets were cracking overhead, and 
occasionally a machine gun would rip 
and tear the top of the aandhag para- 
pet. Bov I got up that ladder I will 
never know. The first ten feet out In 
front was agony. Then wa inuumsI 


through lanes in our barbed wire. I 
knew I was running, but could feel no 
motion Ix'low till' waist. I’ntches on 
the ground seemed to float to the rear 
ns If I were on n treadmill nnd scen- 
ery was rushing past me. The Ger- 
mans had put a barrage of shrapnel 
across No Man’s fjind. and you could 
hear the pieces slap the ground about 
you. 

After I had passed our barbed wire 
nnd gotten Into Nn Man's Land a 
Tommy about fifteen feet to my right 
front turned around nnd looking in my 
direction, put his hand to hts mouth 
nnd yelled something which I could not 
make out on account of the noise from 
the bursting shells. Then he coughed, 
stumbled, pitched forward and lay still. 
His body seemed to float to the rear 
of me. I could hear sharp cracks in 
the nir about me. These were caused 
hy passing rifle bullets. Frequently, 
to my right nnd left, little spurts of 
dirt would rise Into the air and a rico- 
chet bullet would whine on Its way. 
If a Tommy should see one of these 
little spurts In front of him, he wonld 
tell the nurse about It Inter. The 
crossing of No Man’s Land remains a 
blank to me. 

Men on my right nnd left would 
stumble and fall. Some would try to 
get up, while others remained huddled 
nnd motionless. Then smashed-np 
barbed wire came Into view and 
seemed carried on a tide to the rear. 
Suddenly, In front of me loomed a 
hnshed-in trench about four feet wide. 
Queer-looking forms like mud turtles 
were scrambling up Its wall. One of 
these forms seemed to slip and then 
rolled to the bottom of the trench. I 
lenpiMl across this intervening space. 
The man to my left seemed to pause In 
midair, then pitched head down into 
(he German trench, I laughed out loud 
In my delirium. Upon alighting on the 
other side of the trench I came to with 
a sudden Jolt. Bight In front of me 
loomed a giant form with a rifle which 
looked about ten feet long, on the end 
of which seemed seven liayonets. These 
flashed In the air in front of me. Then 
through my mind flashed the admoni- 
tion of our bayonet instructor back In 
Blighty. He had said, "whenever you. 
get in a charge and run your bayonet 
up to the hilt into a German the Fritz 
will fall. Perhaps your rifle will be 
wrenched from your grasp. Do not 
waste time. If the bayonet Is fouled 
In his equipment, by putting your foot 
on his stomach and tugging at the rifle 
to extricate the bayonet. Simply 
press the trigger and the bnllet will 
free It.” In my present situation this 
was the logic, but for the life of me 
I could not remember how he bad told 
me to get my bayonet Into the Ger- 
man. To me this was the paramount 
Issue, I closed ‘ my eyes nnd lunged 
forward. My rifle was torn from my 
bands, I must have gotten the Ger- 
man because he had disappeared. 
About twenty feet to my left front 
was a huge Prussian nearly six feet 
four inches In height, a fine specimen 
of pliysical mqnhood. The bayonet 
from his rifle was missing, but be 
clutched the barrel in both hands nnd 
was swinging the butt around his head. 
I could almost hear the swish of the 
butt passing through the nir. Three 
little Tommies were engaged with him. 
They looked like pigmies alongside of 
the Prussian. The Tommy on the left 
I was gradually circling to the rear of 
Ills opponent. It was a funny sight to 
see them duck the swinging butt and 
try to Jab him ut the same time. The 
Tommy nearest me received the hutt 
of the Gerimn’s rifle in a smushinr 
blow below tlu* right tiuiiple. Ic 
smashed his head like an eggshell. He 
pitched forward on his side and a con- 
' vulsive shudder run througli his body. 

' Meanwhile the other Tommy hud 
gained the rear of the I'russian. Sud- 
denly about four Inebes of bayonet 
I protruded from the throat of the Prus- 
I sian soldier, who staggered forward 
and fell. I will never forget the look 
of blank astonishment that came over 
his face. 

Then something hit me in the left 
shoulder and my left side went numb. 
It felt us if a hot poker was being 
driven through me. I felt no pain — 
Just a sort of nervous shock. A bay- 
onet had pierced me from the rear. I 
fell backward on the ground, hut was 
not unconscious. he<-uuse I could see 
dim objects moving around me. Then 
a flash of light in front of my eyes and 
unconsciousness. 8uniething hud hit 
me on the bead. I have never found 
out what It was. 

I dreamed I was being tossed about 
in an open boat on a heaviog sea and 
o[>ened my eyes. The muon was shin- 
ing. I was on a stretcher being car- 
ried down one of our communication 
trenches. At the advanced first-aid 
|iost my wounds were dressed, and 
then I was put into an ambulance and 
sent to one of the base hospitals. The 
wounds in my shoulder and bead were 
not serious and in six weeks 1 bad re- 
Joiued my company fur service in the 
front line.

The axcrugi' niinuiil honey 
criip of the rriitcfl Slates Is 
iihout ‘i.KF.tNNI.tHKI pounds mid Is 
suMicicni to supply each man. 
uouiaii ami child with alMiiit -Vji 
pounds a year, which is cquiva- 
lent lo .'f per <-cnt of the ainoiiiil 
of sugar they cniisuuic la nor 
mal lime. Thus there Is maple 
room for expaasion <ir holh Ihe 
oroduetion ami eoiisiimptlon. 
The present use of honey In the 
home usually Is ns a suhslilule 
for jellies, jams and sirup. It Is 
little used in domestu' ciKddiig 
or haking. hut this use should he 
Increased. While honey within 
reehnl years has .s(dd at prh-es 
sulllelen’ily low lo Justify Its 
use as a suhslilufe for siigar. It 
Is rarely used lii eomim.TF'lal 
food manufaetiiring except la 
the making of eerfiiln rakes 
whieli must be kept ihoist for a 
eonsiderahle time. Usually, 
however, the sup]ily of honey Is 
so Inadequate that moHt uf the 
erop run he used as a spread for 
bread. With the use limited as 
it Is. many peojFle in the United 
Stales rarely eat honey, but 11 Is 
evident tliiit tliere might he de- 
vehflFed a ready .sab' for honey 
IIS a supplement to sugar. If itro 
duel ion were Im'i eased inaiiy 
times. 


War Behind the Lines le Being Pros*- 
euted on a Tremendous Scale— 
Every Woman Can Help 
De Something. 


More honey Is needed to help the | 
•ugar supply— and needed In IblS. 11 
Is imperative, using the language of 
officials of Ihe I'nited StJites deparl- 
ment of agrieulture In a recent puhll- 
catlon, that we Inerease not only the 
nugar crop in the I’nited Stales, but 
every possible supply of sweets, and 
honey Is one of the supplemental 
Bweets the supply of which can be en- 
larged witbout great effort. Not only 
should those who already keep lu'es 
enlarge the nuiid>er of their colonies, 
but the Industr.v .should also be extend- 
ed, say federal ofileials, to localities 
where beekeeping lia^ not been tried 
on a commercial scale. It is Important 
that efforts be made to make the honey 
Increase immediate — more honey this 
year. 

Provides Nutritious Food. 

It Is quite possibly for the Ameri- 
can beekeeping Industry to he devel- 
oped so that the honey erop will he ten 
times what it Is at present. Not only 
would pueh a d<'veloiiinent ho valuable 
in an emergeney, such as the present 
crisis, bul in normal times, to wbicli 
• II hope the nation may si»«edlly re- 
turn, Ihe beekeeping industry ean pro- 
vide a concentrated nniritioiis food, 
almost universally liked and assuredly 
an article of diet preferable to the in- 
ferlFir sirups and Jams so commonly 
used. The beekeeping Industry may In* 
the means of eonserving a national rev 
soiirce now largely wasted, changing 
It into nature's own sweet. The raw 
material la free on every hand ; the in- 
vestment for equipment is small In 
comparison with other branches of 
agriculture; the profits are fully com- 
mensurate with the study and labor In- 
volved. It would seem profitable lu 
•top such a waste of so desirable a 
supply of sugar. This waste can he 
prevented only by the education of be<F- 
keepers. 

In selecting a place for commercial 
beekeeping, attention should be paid to 
the regions best adapted to the In- 
dustry, and It should also he remem- 
bered that not ail localities within a 
main region are equally valuable. The 
chief buney regions of the United 
States are (1). the white clover region 
ef the Northeast, (2) the southeastern 
region, west to eastern Texas, with a 
wide variety of nectar sources ; (H) the 
alfalfa region of the West; ( 4 ) (be 
mountain-sage region of southern Cali- 
fornia, and (fi) the aemlarld region of 
Texas and adjacent states. In all uf 
these regions commercial beekeeiting 
la practiced extensively and in all of 
them, too, there la room for a great 
expansion of the industry as a com- 
mercial ejilerprise. In addition to 
these larger regions many more re- 
stricted areas offer special Induce- 
ments to Uie beekeeper. 

Net Alwraya Profitable. 

Rut even where colonies of bees are 
aulBcieutly numerous and where nectar 
Is freely set reted, beekeeping is not al- 
ways considered profitable. This re- 
sults from Ute natlire of the industry. 
A colony of bees dues not always 
gather sufficient honey fur its own use 
and also enough so that 'the beekeeper 
can take honey for himself. It is only 
when l>ees are properly handled that 
they yield to the beeke^>er the fullest 
return, and to an unusual degree bee 
keeping Is proflUble to Just the extent 
to wbicb the beekeeper applies Intelli- 
gent rare. 

Buccess In beekeeping depends upon 
(be beekeeper's skill in two lines of ef- 
fort — keeping the colonies strong by 
proper care in winter and keeping ibe 
i-olonlea from swannlng. Tbe failure 
10 take proper etkre of bees Ut winter is

An advniilage In buying ls;es locally 
Is that the bet-F. are usonlly delivered 
by their former owner. If It Is oc< 
essary fur. the beginner to go for the 
bees the hive should he securely closed 
with wire cloth Just before dark when 
the bees are all In Ibe hive, plenty of 
ventilation being provided. Usually 
the hive cover Is removed and tbe top 
of the hive covered with wire riotb.

nhnndimt crops prodneed. Demon- 
strations In drying, ennning nnd pn*- ! 
•serving of fruits nnd gardt'u produce I 
M’ere given nil numnier from one end 
of Ihe land to the other, so there seems 
little danger of tho wastage or loss of 
the city land’s nhiindanee. And that 
Is not all. 

(fity olfielnis nnd civic organizations 
have actively eoneerned Ihemselves 
with plans for next year. Fall plow- 
ing was provided for. Needed onrleh- 
mont of the soli nnd the securing nnd 
proper dlstrlluitlon of fertilizers are 
being considered. More systematic nnd 
more thoroughgoing methods for the 
direction nnd handling of the city gar- 
dening movement are being worked 
out. In a word, (he Ihonght nnd In- 
tept of the city dwellers of the United 
States are for a still more nhnndnnt 
harvp.st next season from (he vacant 
lots and waste places of the congested 
communities. 

The men nnd women of Amcrienn 
cities, JolnUig hands with the men nnd 
women of American farms, arc quiet- 
ly nnd consistently sctlliig about to 
prove that It is not yet possible to 
starve the civilized world, much loss 
America, while soil nnd rain and siiii- 
shlne last.

LET SHEEP GRAZE IN PARKS 

Good Ides Both From Financial Stand- 
point and in Improved Appear- 
ance of the Qraes. 

For many years Enropenn cities 
have turned out flocks of sheep, muni- 
cipally owned to graze In their parks. 
The sheep Is one of the best of lawn 
mowers. It crops closely, yet not too 
closely. Insuring that smooth-shaven 
effect which delights the eye. And 
grazing sheep, ns well ns well-trim- 
med lawns, are highly ornamental. 

The city of Denver, keenly aware of 
the necessity for Ihe ntlllznlion of all 
available land In tho production of 
foodstuff.s, has decided to purchase no 
fewer than 'l.ObO sheep to mow Its 
park lawns next year. The agricul- 
tural experts have decided that where 
the grass Is heavy and well rooted 
three sheep to Ihe acre can be easily 
maintained. They will buy ewes ready 
for lambing, according lo phin.s, nnd 
will make a l)nnd.some profit upon the 
mutton and wool. 

There are TSO cities In the United 
States with populations In excess of 
50,000, and practically every one of 
these cities has hundreds of acres of 
park land. These park acreages, the 
government believes, could cosily 
malnlnln 150,000 sheep each summer. 

Public Health Too Much Neglected. 
Public health work In this country 
Is still In Its Infancy. All tests applied 
showed the health deportments In the 
smaller cities lo be weaker (linn those 
In the larger cities. Perhaps the most 
surprising finding Is that the Southern 
and Pacific cities have better devel- 
oped municipal health departments 
than the Northern cities from the 
Rockies to the Atlantic. The Central 
Northern cities stand at the foot of 
the list A recent report concludes 
that the appropriations granted most 
health departments in this country 
are grossly Inadequate for the new 
functions modern science requires 
them to perform. It Is statefl that 
health departments should he allowed 
a “minimum wage” of 80 cents per In- 
habitant per year, as compared with 
the present srerage allowance of 22 
cents. — Government Rulietin.

.A^ Martin E. Hawes was seatt'd on 
tlie rear porch of his house on Fair- 
mount avenue about 7 o’clock Sun- 
day evening, looking in tlie direction 
of his neighbor's house, he thought 
bombs from a long distance gun had 
struck the house: for there was a 
teriffic explosion and instantly clouds 
of ijnioke were issuing from all the 
windows and (ho chimneys. 

He hurried to the telephone to call 
the fire department, but someoiU' was 
ahead of him. Then he rushed over 
to the house. He was met on the 
lawn by Mrs. Gertrude Mointire, 
who said her mollicr and another 
w’oman were in the cellar: couldn’t 
he do somothiug to got them out. ,Mr. 
Hawes realized that he was power- 
leti's with a fierce fire raging and 
dense clouds of smoke. 

R. S. Hoffman and Mr. Langhursl 
had notified the fire station by tele- 
phone ami the fire department was 
prcmptly on the spot and did heroic 
and effective work. Before the fire 
was under control the wouten were 
I .Imt . imiii wfirn BUrti 

their bodies badly charred, ^le vic- 
tims were Mrs. BleanowC. Lloyd, aged 
about 65 years, and her companion 
for 30 year’. Miss Zelie Marqueze of 
Philadelphia, aged about 55 years. 
Engineer John Q. Hunt was slightly 
burned in his efforts t’O roach the 
imprisoned women. 

About 6.45 Mrs. I.loyd’s daughter, 
Mrs. Gertrude Meintire, who was on 
tlio second floor, heard her mother 
call to Miss Marqueze to come to the 
cellar. A couple of minutes later 
there was -an explosion which rocked 
the house and which was heard some 
distance away. 

•Mrs. Meintire ran to the cellar 
'door and opened it. A burst of flame 
from below caused her to shut the 
door again and ■^he ran out onto tlie 
lawn. 

Chief Hum. Carl White and Everett 
Iticliard- rushed into the place when 
tlie .apparatus arrived and went to 
the cellar. Cliief Hunt’s hair was 
singed and his arms were slightly 
' burned. The body of Mrs. Lloyd was 
found near the coal bin, and that of 
I .Miss .Marqueze near the foot of the 

fairs. 

The fire worked its way up to the 
first floor and badly daniage<l tlie 
kitchen and smoked tlie whole house. 
The d'amage to the premises was es- 
timateil at $2000. 

Two ilieories have lieeu advaiietd 
as to the cause* of the cxploiiions. 
One rcpoii was that it was caused by 
gas, and another lliat it resulted from 
‘laKCliiie. iilv tlie Tliursday ^lefore 
iihe explosion a "lumher was -at tlie 


liouse. and he ligliteil matches in tlio 
cellar to locate the water meter. It 
would seem as thoiigli the gas or 
gasolene would have been there then, 
as' tlie lioiiso had been shut up all 
winter. The water pipes were froz- 
en and tlie plumber repaired them. 

The Old Colony (las <^o. installed 
a new meter on Monday the day after 
tile fire and turned on the gas. After 
11 45-minuto teit no gas leakage was 
discovered and the employes of the 
company scout the report tlmt it was 
g.is that caused the explosion. 

Another report was that gasolene 
had prebably escaped from a can left 
in (he cellar last summer by Dr. 
Coon, and that it was dotecteil on the 
pools of water in the cellar.

Pnt It to yourself strnight bow. Ton 
know perfectly well that you wonlrt 
feel ashamed to keep 3 rour boy out of 
the ranks If he wanted to go. Ton 
know perfectly well that you would 
probably fegl ashamed before your 
neighbnra If they knew that the boy 
waa sticking at home. But have yon 
•Ter asked yourself whether you felt 
ashamed that you were keeping your 
dollars tight in your Jeans Instead of 
lending your dollars to the war as 
well as your boy? If yon haye not 
got a boy you probably ' would feel 
tbgt he ought to go If you had one. 
Tou have got some dollars, why don’t 
yon send them? 

Think again ; if you have sent a boy 
over there, don’t you know for cer- 
tain whether that boy will come back, 
God grant that he may. But he went. 
Just the same, knowing fully Just ns 
you did that he might not come back. 
Tou gave the dearest thing yon had In 
the world to the government freely, for 
the cause of demoerney. You were 
glad to do it; you felt fine about IL 
You still feel that If you had It to do 
over again you would not do anything 
else. But I will wager anything you 
like that you have n lot of money that 
you can lend to the government with- 
out hurting yourself at all, and which 
you are hanging on to until It screams. 
Think of It. Those dollars will be per- 
fectly sure to come back If you lend 
them to the government. The govern- 
ment guarantees that. Why should 
you therefore be so afraid to loose 
your clutch on them. The great risk 
you have already taken and did it be- 
cause It was a worthy and a noble 
thing to do. The thing which Is no 
risk at all and yet which Is Just as nec- 
essary to the war as the other, you- 
hesitate about. 

Dollars Will Come Back. 

Let me suppose for a moment that 
you have not yet sent your boy. I will 
wager you have a sneaking feeling 
that he ought to go. He has too. In 
this case, I won’t have to make a wa- 
ger about it — you have not sent your 
dollars. If you hesitate to send the 
boy because you are afraid he may 
not come back, you have a perfectly ex- 
plainable reason, but you have not got 
a good reason why you should not send 
your dollars. They will come hack, 
you may be sure of it. Not only will 
they come back, the government wlH 
pay you Interest on them In the mean- 
time. Yon will lend the government 
your capital and will get a reHirn on 
It. Far from losing anytlilng, you 
will make something. Why hesitate? 

Look at It from another point of 
view. If your boy has not gone, or if 
you have no son, your neighbors who 
have sons have sent them. Those boys 
are going Into danger. They are go- 
ing to need guns, food, artillery, ships, 
and airplanes, not only to enable them 
to do what they went over there to do 
—beat the Germans out of sight — but 
to keep them safe. If they don’t have 
those things they certainly won’t coma 
hack at all. You know perfectly well, 
however tight-hsted you may be, or 
however mean you may think yourself 
—and you are not half as mean as 
that — you would not hurt your nelgb- 
bor’a son Just because a few dollars 
stood In the way. You would feal so 
ashamed of yourself for the rest ctf 
ydbr life you would not be able to 
•beve In the morning. Yonr neighbore* 
eons end your friends' sons that yon 
have known all your life need tha 
things yonr money can buy for them, 
end It Is going to go mighty hard with 
them If they don't get them. 

Make Your Money Help. 

Now put It to yourself straight. If 
the thing was a little nearer to yon 
ao tliat you really saw your neigh- 
bor’s son actually without food be- 
cause you had declined to give it to 
him, you would not beettnte for a mo- 
ment what to do. The dlfliculty la 
here, that the thing Is on so large e 
scale that you do not realize that your 
failure to lend yonr money to the gov- 
ernment Is going to result very prob-^ 
ahiv In depriving that particular bor 
of*thlngs he needs. You can say. If 
you like, there are ao many mlllloi4 
of them that It will he tome other fel- 
low's son that n-lll go without. I hope 
you won’t get much comfort out of 
that, because it Is the same old thing. 
You would not hurt him either If you 
aaw him and knew be was in want; 
but because yon don't see him, because 
he la somewhere In France, you for- 
get about him and don't stop to think 
that be wants s thing you would not 
hesitate to give him If you knew him. 

Why hesitate, thee, to lend your dol- 
* lara to the government? They are the 
only thing that can really do this hual- 
nees. They are the only thing that 
can put tools Into the boys' hands over 
there to kill the Germans with. Don’t 
heelute any longer now; get It 
straight, and go down and buy a 
bond and feel better about it for the 
rest of yoor life.

llomos for worklnpmen have conic to 
bo ono of the aorlous problems of the 
nation’s war enterprise. When the 
Natlnnnl army camps were built, thou 
sands of huildii^; mechanics nnd In* 
borers were hrouKht In to handle tho 
work. Many were housed temporarily 
In bunk houses or contractors’ bar* 
rack.s. 

The same Is now true to quite an 
extent at the lilp shipyards. ' 

Kvery one iidmits that this Is not 
tho ideal condition. It contains n seri- 
ous threat to the working efficiency of 
the meil, ns well ns to their moral nn- 
tnres. However, In the emergency It 
Is the he.st that can be provided. In 
these big Industrial centers where 
thousands of men must be brought to* 
geiher within a few weeks to carrj’ out 
a large stupendous program of sudden 
preparation, such emergency housing Is 
nliout nil that can he provided. 

Many of the smaller cltle.s. In fact, 
even some small villages, are findiag 
themselves woefully short on houses 
for the workingmen who are being 
called in liy tlie sudden growth of 
some locnl plant or factory. The war 
activity is reaching out into surprising 
plnce.s. All over the country we get 
reports of tills town needing TiO new 
hous'qs, that town requiring 30, another 
town 25, another 100, and so it go^s. 

Tills housing need in the smaller 
cities and towns should not be handled

tain radical featurc.s that he wlshe.8

In tho 
group houses tlie designs must all ho 
more or less conservative ns tho taste 
of the prospeetlve owner is absolutely 
unknown. The prohloin therefore, is 
to proviile a house tliat Is distinctlvo 
nnd yet contains no freakish special 
features that are likely to impress pros- 
pects in the wrong way. 

Tills Idea applies equally well to 
both the exterior trealiiient and the 
room arrangement. The designs shown 
here are handled In this way, and eiicli 
group is harmonious and contains no 





In n tempnrar.v slipshod way. Hunk 
houses or boarding houses will not <lo. 
Tlie aim siiould lie to supply real 
homes, hut (o seliM't tlieiii so wisel.v 
that they will not he iiiidiily expensive, 
and then (o i-oiistnict them, if possi- 
ble, In quanllty lots so that the build- 
ing cost may lie low. 

Heal estate men have long realized 
the ail vantages of opening up a sub- 
division mill putting up fieveral homes 
at one time. Tliere are great savings 
in cost, and the time of construction is 
often reduced one-lialf. 

In the city a builder will often have 
all the work to do in liiiildiiig up part 
of a subdivision and may have several 
dllTorent gHiuiis of iinuses to tnilld 
which face on differiuit streets. The 
amount of profit that the contractor

or builder makes on thia aort of work 
will depend entirely oia the organiza- 
tion tliat iie cun develop and the use 
of all the labor-saving devices that are 
available. 

Such work aa this makes it possible 
fur a builder to buy apparatus that he 
has wanted hut bus felt tiiat he 
couldn’t afford ; because it will pay for 
itself on tiie work. The busier you 
can keep a machine and the lesa it 
haa to be moved over long distances,

radical features that are likely to causa 
disapproval. Yet eacli house Is dis- 
tiiiclive ami attractive. 

'i’lie tloor jilaiis of eacit of tlie houses 
are soniewliat .«iiiiilar hecaiise tills par- 
ticular arfaiigement has lieeii found 
to he the most practical. Tlie arrange- 
ments differ of eiuirse in various little 
thlng.s, but in a general way they are 
much the same. 

Tlie opportunity for hnriiionlous con- 
trast lies almost altogether In the ex- 
terior treatnient, anil tliis is where 
these houses differ from eacli oilier. 

In arranging for tlie hulliling of 
these group houses, the lots are gen- 
erally made fairly narrow so all these 
designs are made narrow enough to 
go on a small lot. Tiie widest ia 25 
feet and tin* narrowest Is 21 feet, which 
is small enougli to go on any lot; ns 
they are seldom made narrower than 
25 feet and are generally u little wider 
than this. 

Several fuctor-s enter into the selec- 
tion and arrangement of the rooms. 
The main object to be nceomplished 
in tlie design of a small house is the 
utilization of all tlie room possible, 
consistent wltli convenience and acres- 
.slhlllty and also cost. Very often the 
latter item can he affected by altering 
the sizes of tlie rooms a little so ns to 
enable the use of stock liimher. Tills 
reduces llie amount of cutting tlint Is 
necessary and thus reduces the cost— 
often to a marked degree. It also en- 
ables the builder to do faster work, 
which may he an iniisirtant factor at 
times. 

Fmnie coiistriictlon is used for the 
designs sliowii liere, whlcli are of Ilie 
bungalow type. Ttie foundations of 
these and also of the other designs 
are made of eonerete up to the grade 
line. The walls are of typical 2 by 4 
stud eoiistructiiin. wliieh Is covered 
with shealhlng. The sheatliing is then 
covered wltli rosin building paper and 
No. 1 four-inch lieveled siding. Tloor 
joists are usually made of 2 by Id's, 
which are spaced 10 inches on emiters. 
Tiie ceiling Joists are also spaced 10 
inches on centers, and are made of 2 
by 6 timhera. 

A study ol this group and tlie floor 
plans will Rive the builder many valu- 
able ideas on group management and 
will also provide much useful informa- 
tion on single houses of several dif- 
ferent kinds. Bach of the bouses Is of

Mayor Whlton of Quincy lias prac- 
tically conflrnml the report that the 
Oovernniont Intended to erect four, 
larRe dormitories and mess hall In 
the Fore Hlver district at an early 
date for the accommodation of work- 
men at the Pore River plant. Per- 
haps In Quincy or Weymouth or 
Braintree. 

The dormltorlee the Mayor said 
woaild 1)6 erected In the form of a 
square, with the larpe mess hall In 
the center. Each dormitory would ac- 
commodate about 250 men. The 
rooms would be small single rooms 
and there would be the necessary 
bath rooms, .shower baths, etc. 

The mess hall would be erected in 
the center of the square and aside 
from the mtss hall would contain 
ti large dance hall, bowling alleys, 
etc. In fact in additiop to being a 
mess hall it would be in the nature 
of a recreation building for the work- 
men.

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EMPEY JOINS THE *<SUICIDE CLUB " AS THE BOMBING 

SQUAD IS CALLED. 


8ynop«i«. — Klrofl by the Rinkinfc of the LuHitnnIn, with the loss of 
Anierlean lives, Arthur Guy Knipey, nn Anierlenn HvIhr In Jersey City, 
K'les to KnRliind and enlists as a private In the lirltlsh army. After a

CHAPTER XII. 

Bombing. 

The hoys In the section welcomed me 
hack, hut there were many strange 
faces. Several of our men had gone 
West in that charge, and were lying 
■“somewhere in France" with a little 
w<MMlen cross at their heads. We were 
In rest billets. The next day our cap- 
tain asked for volunteers for bombers’ 
school. I gave my name and was ac- 
cepted. I had joined the Suicide club, 
and my troubles commenced. Thirty- 
two men of the battalion, including my- 
self, were sent to L . where we 

went through a course in bombing. 
Here we were Instructed In the uses, 
methods of throwing and manufacture 
of various kinds of hand grenades, 
from the old “Jam tin,” now obsolete, 
to the present Mills bomb, the standard 
of the British army. 

It all depends where you are as to 
what you are called. In France they 
•«’all you a “bomber” and give you med- 
hIs, while in neutral countries they 
cull you an anarchist and give you 
“life.” 

From the very start the Germans 
■were well equipped with effective 
iKimbB and trained bomb throwers, but 
the Bngtlsh army was as little pre- 
pared In this Important department of 
fighting as In many others. At bomb- 
ing school an old sergeant of the Gren- 
adier guards, whom I had the good 
fortune to meet, told me of the discour- 
agements this branch of the service 
suffered before they could meet the 
Germans on an equal footing. (Paci- 
fists and small ^rmy people in the 
II. S, plea.se rend with cure.) The first 
English expeditionary forces had no 
bombs at all, hut had clicked a lot of 
casualties from those thrown by the 
Boches. One bright morning someone 
higher up hud an Idea and issued an 
order detailing two men from egch 
platoon to go to bombing school to 
learn the duties of a bomber and how 
tw manufacture bombs. Noncommls- 
•sloneii oilloers were generally selected 
for this course. After about two 
weeks at school they returned to their 
units In rest billets or In the fire 
trench, an the cas^* might be, and got 
busy teaching their platoons how to 
make “Jam tins.” 

Previously an order had been Issued 
for all ranks to save empty Jam tins 
for the manufacture of bombs. A pro- 
fessor of bombing would sit on the 
fire step in the front trench with the 
remainder of his section crowding 
around to see him work. 

On his left would be a pile of empty 
>iml rusty Jam tins, while beside him 
on the tire step would be a miscella- 
neous assortment of material used In 
the manufacture of the “jam tins." 

Tommy would stoop down, get an 
empty “Jam tin,” take a handful of 
clayey mud from the parapet, and line 
the inside of the tin with this sub- 
stance. Then he would reach over, 
pick up his detonator and explosive, 
ami Insert them in the tin, fuse pro- 
truding. On the tire step would be a 
pile of fragments of shell, shrapnel 
Isills, bits of iron, nails, etc. — anything 
that was bard enough to send over to 
Fritz ; he would scoop up a handful of 
this Junk and put it in the bomb. Per- 
haps oue of the plattMiu would ask him 
what be did this for, and he would 
cvpiuin that when the bomb exploded 
these bits would lly about and kill or 
wound any German hit by same; the 
•luestioner would Immediately pull a 
button off Lis tunic and hand it to 
the bomb maker with, “Welt, blatiie 
me, send this over as a souvenir,” or 
another Tummy would volunteer an 
old rusty and broken Jackknife; both 
wouid be accepted and insi-rted. 

Then the prutesaor would take an- 
other hatidful of mud and till the tin, 
after which he would punch a bole in 
the ltd of the tin and put it over the 
top of the Itomb, the fuse sticking out. 
Then perhu|>s he would tightly wrap 
wire around the outside of the tin. and 
the bomb was ready to tend over to 
Frits with Tommy's compliments. 

A piece of wood about four inches 
wide had been issued. This was to be 
strapped on the left forearm by means 
of two leather str^ips and was like the 
side of a match box; it was called a 
“striker.** There was a tip like the 
li ad of a match oa the fuse of the 


bomb. To ignite the fuse, you had to 
rub it on the “striker,” Just the same 
as striking a match. The fuse was 
timt’d to five seconds pr longer. Some 
of the fuses issued In those days would 
burn down In n second or two, while 
others would “sizz” for a week before 
exploding. Buck In Bligbty tbe muni- 
tion workers weren’t quite up to snuff, 
the way they are now. If the fuse took 
a notion to burn too quickly they gen- 
erally burled the bomb maker next 
day. So making bomba could not be 
called a “cushy” or safe Job. 

After making several bomba tbe pro- 
fe.ssor Instructs the platoon In throw- 
ing them. He takes a “Jam tin” from 
the fire step, trembling a little, be- 
cause it la nervotis work, especially 
when new at it. lights the fuse on his 
striker. The fuse begins to "sIzz” and 
splitter and a spiral of smoke, like 
that from a smoldering fag, rises from 
It. The platoon splits in two and 
ducks around the traverse nearest to 
them. They don’t like the looks and 
sound of the burning fu.se. When that 
fuse bi'gins to smoke and “sizz” you 
want to say good-by to it as soon as 
possible, so Tommy with all his might 
chucks it over the top and crouches 
against the parapet, waiting for the 
explosion. 

Lots of times In bombing the “Jam 
tin” would be picked np by the Ger- 
mans, before it exploded, and thrown 
back at Tommy with dire results. 

After a lot of men went West in this 
manner an order was Issued, reading 
something like this; 

“To all ranks in the British army; 
After Igniting the fuse and before 
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Throwing Hand Ortnadea. 

throwing the Jam-tin bomb, count 
slowly one! two! three!” 

This in order to give the fuse titiie 
enough to burn down, so that the bomb 
would explode before the Germans 
could throw it buck. 

Tommy read the order — he reads 
thetn all, but after he ignited the fuse 
and it begun to smoke — orders were 
forgotten, and away she went in record 
time and back she came to the further 
discomfort of the thrower. 

Then another order was issut>d to 
«*nunt, “one hundred! two hundr<-d ! 
three hundred !” But Tommy dbln't 
cure if tbe order read to count u(> to 
a thousand by quarters, he was going 
to get rid of that “Jam tin.” In*cause 
from exp4>rieuce he hud learned not 
to trust it. 

When the powers that be realized 
that they could not change Tommy 
they decided to change the tyi»e of 
bomb and did so — substituting tbe 
“hair brush.” the "cricket ball.” and 
later the Mills bomb. 

The standard immb used In tbe Brit- 
ish army Is the “Mills.” It is about tbe 
sha|>e and size of a large lemon. Al- 
! though nut actually a lemon, FriU lo- 
! sists that It is ; perhaps he Judges it 
by the havoc caused by its explusioo. 
The Mills bomb is made of steel, tbe 
outside of which is corrogated into 48 
small squares, which, upon the explo- 
sion of the bomb, scatter in a wide 
area, wounding or killing any Frits 
who is unfortunate enough to be hit 
by one of the flying fragiuenta. 

I Although a very destructive and ef- 
ficient bond) the “Mills” has the oon- 


flrtencs flf the thrower. In that h* 
knows It will not explode until rs* 
leaaeil from his grip. 

It Is a mechnnlcal device, with a 
lever, fitted Into a slot at the top, 
which extends half way around tha 
clmimference and Is held In place at 
the bottom by n fixing pin. fn this pin 
there Is a small metal ring, for the 
purpose of extracting the pin when 
ready to throw. 

Ton do not throw a homb the way a 
hasehnll Is thrown, because, when In 
a narrow trench, your hand Is liable 
to strike against the parados, traverse 
or parapet, and then down goes the 
bomb, and. In a couple of seconds or 
so, up goes Tommy. 

In throwing, the bomb and lever are 
grasped In the right hand, the left foot 
Is advanced, knee stiff, about one and 
a half Its length to (he front, while 
the right leg, knee bent. Is carried' 
slightly to the right. The left arm Is 
extended at nn angle of 4r( degrees, 
pointing In the tllrectlon the bomb is to 
be thrown. This position la similar 
to that of shot putting, only that the 
right arm Is extended downward. Then 
you hurl the bomb from you with nn 
overhead bowling motion, the same as 
In cricket, throwing It fairly high In 
the air, this In order to give the fuse 
a chance to burn down so that when 
the bomb lands, it immediately ex- 
plodes and gives the Germans no time 
to scamper out of Its range or to re- 
turn It. 

As the bomb leaves your hand, the 
lever, by means of a spring. Is projected 
Into the air and falls harmlessly to 
the ground a few feet in front of the 
bomher. 

When the lever files off It releases 
a strung spring, which forces the firing 
pin into a percussion cap. This Ignites 
the fu.se, which burns down and sets 
off the detonator, charged with fulmi- 
nate of mercury, which explodes the 
main charge of ammonal. 

The average British soldier is not an 
expert at throwing; it is a new game 
to him, therefore the Canadians and 
Americans, who have played baseball 
from the kindergarten up, take natu- 
rally to bomb throwing and excel in 
this act. A six-foot English bomber 
will stand in awed silence when he 
sees a little five- foot-nothing Canadian 
outdistance his throw by several yards. 
I have read a few war stories of bomb- 
ing, where hnscbnil pitchers curved 
their bombs when throwing them, but 
a pitcher who can do this would make 
“Christy” Mathewson lopk like a piker, 
and Is lo.sing valuable time playing in 
the European War bush league, when 
he would be able to set the “big 
league” on fire. 

We had a cushy time while at this 
school. In fact, to us it was a regular 
vacation, and we were very sorry’when 
one morning the adjutant ordered us 
to report at headquarters for trans- 
portation and rations to return to our' 
units up the line. 

Arriving at our section, the boys 
once again tendered us the glad mitt, 
hut look(‘d askance at us out of the 
corners of their eyes. They could not 
conceive, as they expressed it, how a 
man could be such a blinking idiot as 
to Join the Suicide club. I was begin- 
ning to feel sorry that I had become 
a member of said club, and my life to 
me appeared doubly precious.

Poultry will not prevent one’s grow- 
ing a garden. Twelve hens contlnotl 
In a pen htc enough for exercise ainl 
providerl with green feed wllT fiirnlsh 
R goodly nuinher of eggs for food. A 
piieking hox ami a little poiiMry net- 
ting are all that is necessary forlmihl- 
tng a house and run. 

For egg prodnetion a rooster shottlil 
not he kei»l, as he Is noisy and Itas 
n large apptdite, hut has no inlluenee 
on the mimher of eggs protlii<'i‘d. 

The lumliry grower should md ile- 
pend too miK'li *m lahle scraps for 
feeding his poidtry. poinis out Mr. Miir- 
hy. Knongli fet-d shimid he given to 
keep the birds in good ('(mdilion and 
sutlieient excess to prodiK'** eggs. 'I'he 
Immis will eat vegi-tahle peelings 
iind fralt seraiis If these are put 
through th(‘ food chopper and mixetl 
with a little mash. .\ good imish con- 
sists of f«air parts of liran, two parts 
!>f shorts, and one part of high grade 
heef scraps, hy weight. 

Plenty of gre<*n feed should he tiseil.

It Is ilesirahle to feed to 
the poultry the green weeds and Ihin- 
aings from the garden, also the mis- 
shapen and wrirmy vegetahles, and 
tough corn, iiidlt for huimin consump- 
tion.

Kngland’s product was not nearly siif- 
Ihiciil to meet the demand of the til- 
lics and Mritain found it necesKai->- at 
the lieginning of the wiir to collect all 
field glasses and small telescopes own- 
ed hy elllzeiis.”

Good Washing With Soap and Water 

Will Save Many Dollars in Repair 
Bills — Avoid Soap on Highly 
Pollahed Body. 

Some people pay little attention to 
the appearance of their ears, washing 
and polishing only on rare ocenslnns. 
A cleaning and polishing Is necessary 
not only , beeatise It makes the car 
look better but because It Increases 
life ami makes for smooth running, 
writes H. A. Tarantous of New York 
In Orange Judd Farmer. Mud and 
illrt on the running gear parts, sueh 
ns brakes, ttnlversnls, etc., would be 
jierfeclly liormless If It remained u way 
from the working parts. However, 
till' small partleles work Ihelr way to 
the moving parts and cut the metnl. 
Tills applies to thi; steering system 
also. 

A good cleaning of the rttnnlng 
gear with. soft soap and water when- 
ever the mml neentniilntes will save 
many dollars In repair hills. Use tepid 
water and he free with It. A large 
sponge well soaped should he used to 
free the mud from Its lodgings. Do 
not use this same sponge for the body 
liecatisc the stmill particles of snml 
will cut the fltilsh. Use soft cloth for 
<lennlng. 

Be Careful With Hoae. 

In using a liose around the car he 
ns careful ns possible not to get water 
into lh*‘ lirnke drums ami other parts. 
If a little care Is exercised the water 
c:in be kept nwiiy. Use the sponge 
for these pliiees to free the mud. In 
wiisliing the radiator dlreef (he stream 
of the water from tlie rear with the 
liood lifted or off. If lids Is done no 
water will get onto the motor and 
liossibly into lh<‘ magneto and earliii- 
retor. Clean the steering knuckles 
ami even the rear axle housing. After 
the running gear Is clean proceed with 
the body. 

Never use soap on n highl.v polished 
body. Nothing but water should bn 
iiscil. If there are inml spots tlie.v 
should be soaked off with water. If 
you rub the mud while It Is bard it 
will cause scratching of the varnish. 

Apply a Polish. 

■When the bml.v has thorouglil.v dried 
nppl.v n polish of somo sort. The wax 
polishes are good, and If nppliisl once 
II week will make the ears always look 
bright. Liquid polishes which are 
sprayed upon the boily can be applied 
in about one-half hour. No rubbing is 
iiei-essiiry with these polishes. A wip- 
ing after applying is all that is ueed- 
«*il. 

For the upholstery use ii mixture of 
half linseed nil and half vinegar for 
briglitenlng up the leather. Apply It 
with n cloth nml allow It to remain 
untouched for iilioiit nn hour. Then 
wipe the upholstery again, so as to re- 
move any ehnnee of soiling the elollios 
of the pass(>ngers. 

CARE FOR UNIVERSAL JOINTS 

They Are Hard to Get at and Alwaya 
Dirty — Wear Rapidly If Not 
Properly Lubricated. 

Do not neglect the universal Joints 
on the car. They nre hard to get ut 
and nre always dirty. Hut they must 
tie properly lubricated «ir they will 
wear rapidl.v. When they wear they 
lipcoine noisy and reproach you for 
neglecting them, as they give a lonil 
thump every time the clutch Is let lu.

British Army, Now Supported by 
French Troops, Still Holds 
Back the Germans. 

DRAWS BACK EASTOFYPRES 


Hune Fight Furloualy to Capture the 
Meaeinee Ridge and Bethune— Secre* 

tary Baker Returna to Speed 
Amcriea’a Men Aeroaa — Schwab 
Heada Shipbuilding. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

At the end of another week of the 
most sanguinary battle the world has 
ever known, the British army was still 
tindestv-oyed. Its lines still unbroken. 
Overwhelmingly outnumbered in Flan- 
tiers. Hnig's men were forced to give 
tip some Important positions, and east 
ttf Ypres they withdrew from the luilg- 
Ing 1‘u.sschendnele salient before the 
emuny observed the movement, and 
siralglitened and sliortened their de- 
fensive line so that It was much 
stronger and more secure. Meanwhile 
Frencli re-enforcements arrived to as- 
sist the British, the commanders hav- 
ing d«*c|(l<sl that the Flanders ofTensIve 
was not merely a diversion. To the 
sontli. on the Somme and the Alsne. 
the French had been stoutly repulsing 
every attack, and It was predicted 
that tlio time was near when General 
Foeb. the allied commander in chief, 
inlglit lie expected to start his counter- 
offensive. Titough they were still 
bringing fresh divisions Into the bat- 
tle. it was figured the Germans must 
be approaching the point of exhaus- 
tion. Mhen a return blow would he 
most effective. Indeed, It did not 
seem this blow <yiuld be much longer 
delayed, for the British, though thidr 
spirit and rournge were undimlnished. 
were sustaining continuous attacks by 
an enemy which was Immensely superi- 
or In nnmhers and was under leaders 
whose disregard for life was utterly 
reckless. 

At the beginning of the week the 
Germans, finding they could not make 
much progress toward Bethune, at 
ilie south part of their salient, because 
of ipe stuhhoru resistance of the Brit- 
ish at Givenchy. Festuherf and I,ocon. 
turned to the north and undertook to 
tiank Ypres by driving the British 
from tlie Bnlileul-Nenve Eglise. Wnl- 
verghen) Holleheke line. For two 
days file attacks of the Huns were 
beaten back wltli fearful slaughter. 
Imt then Field Marshal Ilnlg was eom- 
tielled to give ground and retired from 
tmrt of the famous Messtnes ridge, at 
the same time drawing his lines nearer 
to Ypres. There was still lilglier 
ground lit his rear, however, and his 
generals and men displayed a cheerful 
optiinism that contrasted with tlie de- 
liression caused in England and, to a 
consld^rnhle extent, In America by 
M'hat looked like serious reverses. 
Not for a minute did tlie men wlio are 
doing tlie fighting admit tliat they 
were lieiiten or could be beaten liy any 
forces Illndiuihnrg could bring against 
ihem. nml thougli the Hun. wtien lie 
liad taken Bailleul. was wlililn 24 
miles of Iiiinklrk, they still bad no Idea 
of peniiining him to force hU wi^y to 
the const. 

In the effort to reacli the I.ii Bitssee 
canal and take Hazebroiick. the enemy, 
after intense artillery preparation, at- 
tacked along the front from Meteren 
to |{ol)ec4]. but nils repulseii at almost 
ever.i point and sustained heavy 
tosses. The allied artillery was esjie- 
cially cffci'ilve here and east of Be- 
ibuiie Hinl the Germans found It al- 
mo>t Impossible to bring up their 
traiispori trains. 

On Ttoirsihiy ttie enemy resumed 
bis AliHi'ks In the Bethune region, 
ibrowiiig a number of light liridges 
loToss l.ii Bassee canal near I»oon. 
These were snei>t away by the British 
artillery and maeliliieguii fire and 
large numbers of Germans were killed. 
.\gaiii hikI again tlie Germans re- 
newtsl tlie attaek. using more tliaii 
frt'sli troops on tlie 12-mile 
friup bei«*-en St. Veiinnt and Givi-ii- 
ehy. loit eaeli time they were thrown 
t'ack nlib appalling losses. Frencli 
infantry and liatteriea co-oj>eruted 
willi Haig's forces 

Save f< r certalu engineer unit! the 
Aiuerican troops had not yet been en- 


gaged In llie big bntlle, but tliey were 
steadily and rapidly moving up to 
Iheir assigned positions, and the news 
tliiit more and more of them were be- 
ing hurried acros.s the Atlantic yvns 
greet*>(l wlili entliusinsm liy tlie Brit- 
ish and French officers and iiieh. Tliey 
are needed, and needed quickly, for the 
allied commamlers, tbongli lielicving 
tlieir lines cannot be broken, know tlie 
enemy Is still very strong, ami nn- 
dnulitedly Is gathering Ills strengtii for 
further tremendous efforts. While be 
well might be held by the allied force.s 
now there, he can only be crushed and 
driven back when they have been 
greatly re-enforced by the boys from 
America. 

Moreover, the commanders of the 
allies say no greater mistake could be 
made than to think this Is the final 
battle. Even If It ran be called de- 
cisive, It Is absolutely essential that 
the United States send over nil Its men 
as quickly as possible, that all po.s.sible 
eventualities may be faced and the j 
right kind of a victory ultimately en- 
forced.

That tills Is the view of Secretary 
of War RRk<>r also Is made plain In 
his report to the president, made on 
his retnrn Inst week from Europe. In 
a sentence this was that the United 
States must furnish the strengtii that 
will cnisli Geriiinriy, and must furnish 
It at onc(‘. If Mr. Baker ever thought 
the war was “3.0(K) miles ayvny," his 
trip abroad has cured him of that de- 
lusion. There is noyv no yvurnier ad- 
vocate of the policy of giving force, 
precision and rapidity to American ac- 
tivities, and on his oyvn behalf and 
that of his department he pledgt'd tiet- 
ter results In hurrying men and muni- 
tions to the fighting front. 

As for the -Vmerienn troops noyv In 
France, Mr. Baker had nothing hut 
praise for llielr condition and tlmlr 
military qualities. They have made 
good In every yvay, he said. Those 
same troops during the week had op- 
portunity to shoyv the stuff tjiey yvere 
made of. for several times the Ger- 
mans made fierce attacks in the Toul 
sector. Each time they yvere repulsed, 
and the Yankees went Into the fray 
yvlth a Joy that did the hearts of their 
officers good. Their bravery, coolness 
and efficiency were so general that 
their commamlers had dlfllculfy In 
picking out any men for especial com- 
mendation.

The evident and urgent need for 
more soldiers helped to hasten Lloyd 
George’s man power hill through par- 
liament, despite the opposition enu.se«l 
by the clause applying conscription to 
Ireland. The government also pre- 
pared to Introduce Its home rule hill 
yvhich It announced It would pa.ss or 
fall In the sttempt. There yvns eon- 
sldernhle dlssntisfaetion In England 
over the fai’t Hint the British In Fland- 
ers yvere so badly outnumbered by tlu' 
Germans, and the blame. If any. was 
not pIneiMl. there were insistent calls 
for the return of Sir Wllllaui Robert- 
son to the position of chief of the Im- 
perial general staff. On Thursday 
Viscount MMner was made secretary 
of state for war. the earl of Derby be- 
coming amhas'iador to France. 

Since It Is still evident that “ships 
yvlll yvln the yvar." and that -Amerlen 
must siiiiply most of the ships, our 
national shipbuilding ag<*neles were 
reorganized last yveek for the fifth 
time and t'linrles M. Schyvah, chnlr- 
inaii of the hoard of directors of the 
Bethlehem Steel eorpoiiitlon. yvas giv- 
en the new position of director general 
of shlphuUdliig and placed In supreme 
(sinirol of the construction of tner- 
chant vessels, ('’hairmuti Hurley of 
the shipping hoard and General Man- 
ager I’lez yvlll Work In eomidete har- 
mony yvlth him. directing the organi- 
zation necessary to carry out his 
plans. The nt'cessity for some such a 
step yvas shoyvn by the official an- 
nouiicetiient of the change, yvhich 
sahl: “The carrying foryvaril of the 
construction yyork In the l-'kl ship- 
yards now In operation is so had that 
; It requires a re-enforeement of the 
' shlpliiiilding organization throughout 
the I'ouiitry." The determination to 
speeil up sliiphulldltlg was evldeneed 
by the warning Issuisl by Mr. Hurley 
that dellni|uent plants will he taken 
over by tlie government unless they 
slioyy decided Improvement. 

The British adniirulty reiKirt shoyved 
British vessels sunk by suhuiariues 
during the previous week, 11 Of them 
being l.timi tuns or over. 

(til Monday British wurshli>8 encoun- 
tered a fl»*et of German armed truyvl- 
ert In the Kattegat and sank ten of 
1 them, the nearby Ueriuau naval furcea 


evidently not daring to come out to 
the rescue. The fact that the British 
were engaged In clearing the Kattegat 
of mines may portend naval openitlons 
of moment.

Turning to the east, we find the parts 
of the former state of Russia being ex- 
ploited as fields for German ruthless- 
ness comparable to that which devas- 
tated Belgium. According to advices 
In Washington, the Huns Intend to 
make Ukraine an Anstro-Gorman col- 
ony, and are about to dissolve the ruda 
and Install a Teuton government. Al- 
ready they are putting Austro-Germans 
Into all the offices and have cut 
Ukraine off from all communication 
with Ku.ssla proper. All entente offi- 
cers In tho stale have been ordered un- 
der arrest. Finland Is running red 
with the blood of the people of the 
working class and others who oppose 
the White guard and the Finnish feu- 
dal class. They are pointed out to the 
German troops, which have occupied 
Helsingfors, and are murdered by the 
latter in conjunction with the White 
guard. The provisional government of 
Finland and tens of thousands of Finns 
have retired to I'etrograd. The bru- 
talities of the Huns are being exhibited 
also In Russia itself as the troops push 
their yvny north and east. In one vil- 
lage the Inhabitants resisted an armed 
requisition for money by Gerninn 
force.s and an officer yvas killed in the 
resulting scufllo. Thereupon the Ger- 
mans burned the toyvn and with ma- 
chine guns slaughtered the inhabitants 
as they lied from their blazing homes. 
Against this and other similar outrages 
Tchitclierin, Russian minister of for- 
eign affairs, protested to Berlin, a.sk- 
Ing the punishment of the guilty. But 
can anyone recall the infliction of pun- 
ishment on the Huns who perpetrated 
like outrages In Belgium and northern 
France?

Any hope that the relations between 
Germany and Au.stria-Hungury might 
be disrupted by the exposure, of Em- 
peror Charles’ letter concerning pence 
and the French claim to Alsace-Lor- 
raine yvns dispelled by the appointment 
of Rnroii Biirinn as minister of for- 
eign affairs to succeed Count Czernin, 
the official goat. Burinn is recognized 
as a firm supporter of the policy of a 
continued alliance with Germany and 
the press of both Austria and Germany 
assert that the country’s foreign pol- 
icy will not be changed by him. Dr. 
Von Seydier, the Austrian premier, 
yvns emphatic in stating the same view, 
and said tho.se who looked to the en- 
tente for salvation would always be 
regarded and treated as enemies of the 
state. In this category he must In- 
clude many of the people of Bohemia, 
for at a great mass meeting In Prague 
President Wilson yvas cheered and the 
kaiser Jeered. In Vienna there has 
been serious rioting by the hungry peo* 
pie, 

Bolo Pasha, the spectacular French 
traitor, was cTccuted at Vincennes on 
Wednesday, after having made confes- 
sions that are believed to Involve many 
others in his infamies, 'n the United 
States men equally guilty of treason 
are alloyred to live, and If arrested are 
usually let out on hall to continue their 
vile praeMces until the time comes for 
their trial. This may be remedied, 
hoyvever, by the passage of the Clmm- 
lierlain hill introdiieed In the senate, 
declaring the United States a part of 
the military zone and making spies 
and disloyalists subject to trial by 
court-martial.

Mr. BliMsIgood asserted 
that pro-German propugunila has been 
yvldely disseminated ,ln the training 
camps where Wisconsin troops have 
been quariere<l, and that tiermuu 
agents have purchased union cards and 
obtained employment In niunlliou fac- 
tories wlien tliey were unable to lilt • 
nail on the head. 

Extension of the espionage law to 
apply to yy'oineu will lead to the ar- 
rest of nuiiienius yv4)men. though many 
of them already have fled from the 
country. Most of the spies yvho run 
ayyuy gJ to Cuba, and it has been dle- 
e4)vertHl that tludr headquarters are In 
Havana.

Tliere is uial'inhleJIy a pos- 
siliility of f..e arouad l.igiily coialms- 
tihle material audi as i.s used as fuel 
fur the gasoline nr steam cur and tlie 
electric wiring required for the elec- 
tric vehicle sometimes is respuusihle 
for firi-s. Most fires caus«-d from these 
sources may he traced directly to 
carelessness and tliere are numerous 
ways of safeguarding the building, 
(iusollne stored in an underground 
tank cannot cause a fire, and this 
method of storing the fuel Is the most 
senslhle from every view|siint. I'ure- 
fully iastalled ele<*tric wiring, sufe- 
guunled hy fuses against excess cur- 
rent and Insulated iil..v.>.icully and elci-- 
tricully troiu the building cannot cause 
a fire. The garage niuy, in uilditii.u, h,. 
made fire-rcsisiiiig liy <•urryiug up the 
walls in coinTcte and covering ail 
woodwork with cviin-nt plaster. Tlie 
garage, projtcriy liuilt, is i cully no 


the liciise and utilizes the space above 
the garage for a suu parlor. The 
house is built upon a terrace and the 
driveway, leading to the garage, is 
brought straight in at the sidewalk 
level, allowing only enough slope to 
provide good druiiiuge. 

The entire hou.se and garage are fin- 
ished in stucco with dark wood trim. 
Low arch type cou.struction Is used in 
the porch and all roofs nrc huilt ns 
fiat as is consistent with good con- 
struction. A pergola roof above the 
sun parlor adds a note of distinction. 
'The entire exterior Is Impressive and 
elegant. 

The details of interior finish are 
fully in keeping with the general ex- 
eellence of the design, and the room ar- 
rangement Is all that the particular 
home-huilder could ask for iu conve- 
nience and elegance.

There is gii 
iiliuiidunee of nsnu on each fioor and 
tlie many special features wliich have 
' been incorisiruted into the design are 
sure to leave a gissl impression with 
anyone wlio iiiiglit have the upisirtu- 
iiity to examine tiie house rarefully.

MAKE^BLOOD 

Housewife Should Not Overlook 
Dandelion, Lamb’s-Quarter 
or Wild Mustard. 

IRON NEEDED FOR THE BODY 


Leavee of Varloue Vegetablee Furnleh 

Another Ueeful Subetance Not Yet 
Named — Cream of Dandelion 
Soup Recipe. 

It is springtime! Don't neglect to 
give your family some good old-fasli- 
loned greens. If you live in u large 
city, you may have to depend upon tlie 
greens which .some country woman 
brings to market or upon .s|>lnach or 
kale, which can nsnally he houglit even 
In winter. If yon live In the country, 
perhaps your instinct has already told 
you that the tender green leaves of 
the dandelion, lamli's-qiiarter, wild 
mustard, or whatever variety of greens 
your locality affords are waiting for 
someone to gatlier them for f'lod. 
I’eople from primitive times ti this 
have inutiifesled a craving for green 
food as winter pusses and springtime 
approaches. Brohahly this craving 
arises from a real need of our bodies 
for the materials which such foods 
furnish. 

Iron Is Eesentlal. 

What Is the particular u.se of sue. 
foods to our liodles? All green leuvet 
contain in coniliiiuitioii witli the greet, 
coloring matter more or less iron. *1 
we are to have rich, red blood we 
must furnish this iron to ouf holies. 
Dandelion greens are one of the very 
good sources of Iron, containin'" more 
than many other sorts of green leaves. 
If we serve greens with hard-boiled 
egg for garnish, we linve a dlsli very 
rich in Iron, for the egg yolk con- 
tributes its share. 

Besides the iron and other mineral 
salts, the leaf vegetables coiitiiin a 
very Important snhslanee which the 
body must have for normal growtii and 
development. This snhstanee, recently 
discovered and for which a name has 
not yet been given, is also foniid in 
hiitterfat and some other animal fats, 
but not In every food. 

Greens have a place of real worth 
In the diet and sliould he used in every 
household not only in springtime Init 
late into tlie Kiiniriier and, when pro- 
curuhle, in the winter also. The 
tender tieet tops, celery lops, rudlsli 
tops, union tops, and turnip tops 
should not he discarded, lint served as 
greens. A little space In the garden 
devoted to spinncli, New Zealand spln- 
iicli. or Freiicli ehard will sjipiily tlie 
family witli summer greens and also 
sliould afford some inuterial for cun- 
ning for use during tlie winter months. 

Lettuce leaves, wliicli are soiiie- 
tlnies rooked for green.s, and s|iiiiiich, 
linth lieiiig mild tliivored and contain- 
ing much water, require no water for 
cooking in adilition to that which clings 
to the leaves from washing. Dtlier 
stronger flavored greens are usually 
ciMiked In a sniull Hinoiint of water. 
Greens sliould lie I'ouked until tender, 
hut not uvercookeil. A liny l>it of 
liaking soda adde<' t tlie water tliey 
ere cooked in will ..elp the greens lo 
retain tlieir l ulor. 

In the I’oiiijtry where iiieui is egred 
at tiouie, it used to lie tlie cnstoni to 
keep tlie Jowl of the liog for tlie es|»c- 
I'lal |)Ur|>o.se of cooking It witli greens 
In tile spring. If tlie Jowl Is not at liiiiiil, 
a small piece of salt pork or tlie rind 
from smoked Imcoii gives rlcliiicss and 
flavor w lien cmikeil witli greens. 

I'hlhiren shonld lie eiiciiurugeil to 
eat greens, as they especially need llic 
Iron and the grow tli-proiiiolliig sul»- 
slance whicli greens furiilsli, Sume- 
tliues lliey oliject to llie sllgliily liitler 
tasU* w lilcli some greens liave, liut if 
made into milk sonjis. tlie tliivor Is 
diluted so that It la not uullcealile. 


Such soups make a desirable luni'h 
or supper disli for the entire family. 

Cream of Dandelion Soup. 

1 quart milk (aklm or 2 tnhioiipoonfuls f»t 

whole). I tfuspoonful aiitl 

2 tablespoonfula flour 

1 cupful itanitpllon leavea that have been 
thoroughly cooked. 

Stir flour Into melted fat and mix 
witli cold milk. I’nt the thoronglily 
cooked dandelion leaves tlirongli a 
sieve or chop them fine and add to the 
milk. Stir nntll thiekened. 

Rice a La South Carolina^ 

No food, regardless of Its merits, will 
appeal to the consumer unless It can 
he made Into an atfraetive dish. In 
this eonntry rice usually comes to the 
table a.s an uninviting, glutinous mass, 
exee|it In certain sections of the South- 
ern states, where It Is served with each 
grain dIsMni't and seiiarate, making a 
very tempflng and aiqietlzlng dish. A 
platter Reaped with loose, flaky ker- 
nels of rice Is not only pleasing to the 
eye, hut satisfying to the a|>e(ite. It 
Is very probable that the attraciive ap- 
tiearance of this dish on the South 
Carolina fable has had much to do 
with the popularity and usefulness of 
rice In that state. 

In seeking information on the art of 
cooking rice, no mistake Is made In re- 
ferring to .Sontli (.’arollna, where the 
true value of this cereal has been aj)- 
preeliited for over tw» centuries. A 
Carolina housewife would advise the 
using of one pint of rice, after thor- 
ough washing, which site i-onsiders Im- 
portant, “to n quart and a pint of wa- 
ter," and a teaspoonfni of common 
salt. "This Is to he boiled over n quick 
Are for ten mliinies, stirrlii!: oecnslon- 
allv. Tlien pour nlT all or nearly nil 
the water; cover the vessel and put 
over a very slow fire, nml allow It to 
steam for l.T ininntes at least, sllrrlag 
oceasionally. Tlie riee will he soft or 
grainy, according lo tin' quantity of 
water left <m It when juit to steam, and 
the length of lime allowed In the 
steaming. The larger the quantity of 
wiiter and the shorter the steaming, 
the softer will lie the rice." 

Of course, other methods are used in 
boiling rice or at least modlfleatlons of 
the recipe given, hut It must he re- 
membered that the results sliould not 
he a glutinous mass and that suecess 
depends upon the proper amount of 
water used and the length of time in 
steaming.

Although 
chopiied meat moistened with a dress- 
ing of some kind makes u good sand- 
wicli fliling, such foods are dess desir- 
able in hot weather than slices of meat, 
lieunut butter, or other foods less lia- 
ble to spoil.

It Is a univer- 
sal and chronic disease which is 
troubling the entire world. And while 
it has been given strange and deep 
expression in the German nation, 
through (he evil designs of their 
leaders, let us be careful about Judg- 
ing them too harshly." 

In conclusion the speaker said: 
“Tho disgrace which would fall upon 
this nation were the Chamberlain bill 
for universal military service allowed 
to pass, seems to mo to be one of 
the gravest dangers of onr day. We 
ore entered upon a war to stop wary 
and to permit our children to live 
in a world of democracy and freedom. 
We must fight to a finish, and Settle 
if possible the problem of war for 
all time. ‘Lot us fight it out (wjtli 
Grant) if it lakes all ummer" — and 
ell next ye.ar. Hut let us stand forth 
against any sucli forces vis would 
bring the Prussian system of armed 
force into our free nation. 

“Let Us prepare fop that time when 
our men .can give up their uniform! 
of khaki and blue for a neutral grey 
and come into our homes witliout Ihe 
air of military authority— las free 
men governed by their ow*n con- 
sricnces, and not by a general Or an 
admiral whom they have never seen. 
Let us hate the evil forces in our 
own lives which are working to de- 
crease our moral power. Let us bend 
our energies toward applying the re- 
sources for this war, while cultivat- 
ing our lives to know the good and 
to bring peace and Justice to all peo- 
ples."

We lined up In front of the baths, 
soaked with perspiration, and piled 
our rifles into stacks.

Some of the slower 
(iiic's were covered with soap, but this 
made no dllTerence to the sergeant, 
who chased us Into another room, 
where wo lined up in front of a little 
window, resembling the box office in a 
theater, and received clean underwear 
and t<»welH. From here we went Into 
the room where we had first un»lressed. 
Ten minutes were allowed In which to 
get Into our “clubber." 

My pair of drawers came up to my 
chin and the shirt barely reached my 
dinpbrngni, but they were clean — no 
strangers on them, so I wns satisfied.

There are so many Instances of he- 
roic deeds performed under fire in res- 
cuing the wounded that It would take 
several books to chronicle them, but I 
have to mention one Instance per- 
formed by a chaplain, Captain Hnll by 
name. In the brigade on our left, be- 
cause It particularly appealed to me. 

A chaplain Is not u fighting man ; be 
Is recognized us u noncoiubatunt and 
carries no arms. In a charge or trench 
raid the soldier gets a feeling of con- 
fidence from contact with Ills rifle, re- 
volver. or bomb he Is carrying. He has 
something to protect himself with, 
something with which he can inflict 
harm on the enemy — in other words, 
he Is able to get his own hack. 

Hut the chaplain is empty-handed, 
and Is at the mercy of the enemy If 
I he encounters them, so it Is doubly 
brave for him to go over the top, under 
fire, und bring in wounded. Also a 
chaplain is not required by the king’s 
regulations to go over in a charge, but 
this one did. made three trips under 
the hottest kind of fire, each time re- 
turning with a wounded man on bis 
back. On the third trip he received 
a bullet through his left arm, but uever 
reported the matter to the doctor until 
late that night — Just spent his time ad- 
ministering to the wants of tbe wound- 
ed lying on stretchers. 

The chaplains of the British army 
are a fine, manly set of men, and aro 
greatly respected by Tommy.

I had 
been promoted from a mere digger to 
a member of the Suicide club, and wns 
exempt from all fatigues. Then came 
an awful shock. The sergeant looked 
over In my direction and said: 

"Don’t you bomb throwers think you 
are wearing top hats out here. 'Cord- 
in’ to orders you’ve been taken up on 
the strength of this section, and will 
have to do your bit with tbe pick and 
shovel, same as the rest of us.” 

I put up a howl on my way to get 
niy shovel, but the only thing thut re- 
sulted was a loss of good humor on 
my part. 

We fell In at eight o'clock, outside 
of our billets, a sort of masquerade 
party. I was disguised as a common 
laborer, had a pick and shovel, and 
about one hundred emidy sandbags. 
The rest, about two hundred In all, 
were equipped likewise: picks, shovels, 
sandbags, rilles und ammunition. 

Tbe party moved out In colnmn of 
fours, taking the road leading to the 
trenches. Several times we hud to 
string out In the ditch to let long col- 
umns of limbers, artillery and supplies 
get past. 

The marching, under these condi- 
tions, was necessarily slow. Upon ar- 
rival ttt the entrance to the coniinunl- 
cution trench, I looked ut my tlluml- 
nuted wrist watch — It was eleven 
o’clock. 

Before entering this trench, word 
was passed down the line, “no talking 
or smoking, lead off in single file, cov- 
ering party first." 

Tills covering party consisted of SO 
men. armed with rilles, bayonets, 
bombs, and two Lewis iiiaeblue guns. 
They were to protect us uud guard 
against u surprise attack while dig- 
ging In No Man’s Land. 

The comuiuulcatiou trench was 
about half u mile long, a zigzagging 
ditch, eight feet deep and three feet 
wide. 

Now and again, German shrapnel 
would whistle overhead uud bur.st in 
uur viciuity. We would crouch against 
the earthen walls while the shell frag- 
ments “slapped” the ground above us. 

Once Fritz turned loose with a ma- 
chine gun. the bullets from which 
“cracked" through the air uud kicked 
up tile dirt on tbe top. scatteriug sand 
aud pebbles, which, bitting our steel 
helmets, sounded use bailst-mes.

MANAGERS TAKE TO 
SOUTHPAW HURLERS 


Official Averages Show Conclu* 
sively Value of Portsiders. 


Pitchers Usually Counted On to Fool 

Batters With Curves Which Break 
Just Opposite to Those of 
Right-Hand Flingers. 

If the value of a southpaw Is doubt- 
ed. the official averages of the National 
league show conclusively that the man- 
agers In the older circuit have no 
doubt about their use. 

The records show- that no less than 
thirty-one portsiders worked In the 
National, probably the largest number 
ever gathered together under one tent 
during a season. 

Only a trifle over half of this number 
were pitchers, 17 In all: the rest 
worked In the outfield or on first base. 

One manager. Fred Mitchell, eoiild 
have put an entire southpaw outfield 
Into the field had he wished to do so, 
Williams, Wolter nnd Flack all llirow- 
Ing from the fork side. 

The advantage of left-linnded pitch- 
ers has long heen w-ell known. In the 
days when they were searee they could 
usually he eoiinted on to fool the hat- 
ters with curves which broke Just the 
opposite to those of the rlght-hiinders. 
As the game progressed some smart 
hatters learned to hat 1eft-hnii<l<“<l .so 
they would he espeelally effecllve 
against lefl-handeil pitching. This also 
added speed in the <-nsps of fast- base 
runners, as they gained a couple of 
steps In getting away from the plate 
oh a htt. 

A few years ago the switching of 
batters to meet pltch<*rs when a south- 
paw was substituted for a right- 
hander was figured out. 

In the 1914 world series Mnnn.ger 
Stallings originated- the Idea of switch- 
ing batters to meet pitchers with both 
left and rlght-Iianiled outfielders, the 
use of whom deitended upon the 
pitcher who opposed tlte team. Al- 
though Stallings did tint have n leading 
outfielder on his club, the aggregate 
offensive strength of his club was much 
enhanced hy this swllching. 

Bill Carrigan nnd lately Jack Barry 
used Del Gtiittor nnd DIek riohlllzel at 
first base, the latter against right- 
handed pitchers, (he former against 
the southpaws. 

In the last world's series both Me- 
Graw and Howland switched to meet 
changes of pttehers. 

Rowland used John Collins In left 
field until the second game. When 
Perrif, a right-hander, was snh.stituted 
for Schtiitp, he sent In I.elhoUl for (he 
hnlance of the giiiiie. McGrnw u.srd 
Thorpe on a change of White Sox 
pitchers. 

Left-handers have always been won- 
der.s at first base.
